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| SGM Begins Replacement 








First printing order placed by Ashley 
Baker, director of Scripture Gift Mission 
(London), as he began the staggering 
task of replenishing some $140,000 worth 
of Bibles and Scripture portions destroyed 
in an explosion and fire last April 23, 
was delivered just one month—to the day 
—later. 


There were fifty-one persons in the 
SGM plant when the explosion occurred, 
but only one was killed. The only fatal 
casualty was a Maltese translator. He was 
survived by a wife and four young chil- 
dren 


The explosion came without warning, 
according to observers, and in a few 
moments “the entire building was aflame 
from end to end.” Within an hour the 
total stock was destroyed; nevertheless, 
the staff immediately regrouped and held 
a service of thanksgiving, rejoicing that 
so many lives had been spared. 


There is reason to believe that the work 
of restoring SGM to its former place of 
usefulness will be a long, hard struggle. 
Although printing plates, negatives and 
precious matrixes for foreign language 
symbols were stored elsewhere, replace- 
ment of stock will be slow, even if full 
insurance coverage is granted, since much 
of the destroyed stock was printed when 
both paper and printing costs were much 
lower. Even so, Mr. Baker and his staff 
“hope to rebuild a more modern building 
on the Eccleston Hall site” in the near 
future 


The tremendous loss suffered by SGM 
can hardly be comprehended by one who 
has never seen the mountains of printed 
sheets in their vast storage rooms. SGM 
in recent years has been supplying an- 
hually some 10,000 missionaries and 
Christian workers — approximately one- 
third of whom were Americans or Cana- 
dians—with ten million Scripture por- 
tions, tracts and Bibles in over 300 lan- 
guages and dialects. Since many of these 
items cannot be supplied from any other 
; Source the loss is a severe blow to Chris- 
tian workers around the world. 


_ Revealing his deep-seated confidence 
In God, Mr. Baker reporting to friends 
in the U.S. said: “But God’s Word always 
contains encouragement in times of deep 
distress and Psalm 91:15 would seem 
especially fitting as our fellow-workers 
endeavor to re-establish their work—“He 
shall call upon me, and I will answer 
him: I will be with him in trouble; I 
Will deliver him, and honour him.” 
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Christian ‘Life-Care Hotel’ for Oldsters Dedicated 

Samarkand, an unusual “life-care hotel” for older Christians, was 
dedicated and opened in Santa Barbara, Calif., last May. Sponsored 
by the Fuller Evangelistic Foundation of Long Beach, the institution 
has over one million dollars in assets and has already burned one 
mortgage of $118,000. 

Formerly an expensive resort hotel, Samarkand — Persian for 
“heart’s desire”—is located three miles from downtown Santa Bar- 
bara. Some sixty-five guests, plus staff, can be accommodated on the 
16-acre estate. Operated as a non-profit organization, Samarkand is 
meant “to provide the best for Christian mothers and dads” and “to 
make the sunset years the loveliest of all.” 

Meanwhile, in nearby Long Beach a poll of elderly persons revealed 
they don’t go to church as often as they once did because they can’t 
afford to put money in the collection plate. The Community Welfare 
Council sent questionnaires to a cross-section of the city’s 30,000 
elderly persons. The result was reported at the California Conference 


of Social Work. 


Decline in New Church Construction This Year Predicted 

Despite the fact that new church construction held steady during April 
after five months of decline, government economists expressed doubt 
that the 1956 record would equal the 1955 all-time high. (Item: The 
April total was 53 million dollars, just one million dollars short of 
the 1955 record. So far this year, new church construction is up 2 
per cent over last year.) 

Nevertheless, Protestant church membership figures continue to in- 
crease. 

1) Methodists attending the General Conference in Minneapolis 
were told that the nine-million-member denomination had established 
more than 1,000 new congregations in the four years since the last 
conference. 

2) Presbyterian Church U.S.A. reported the largest net gain for 
one year in its history. Membership increased by 77,338 in 1955 to 
a 2,736,241 total. Contributions for all causes reached $180 million, 
of which $29 million went for benevolence causes. 

3) United Lutheran figures reported recently showed membership 
at 2,270,655 as the result of a 64,560 increase in 1955. 


Cause of Traffic Accidents to be Studied by Federal Unit 

Many evangelical leaders, clergy and laymen alike, have expressed 
approval of the House of Representatives in authorizing a national 
study of the factors involved in traffic accidents. The House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee will determine: 1) the extent to 
which excessive speed, intoxication, poor highway conditions and 
other factors have been responsible for the increase in accidents, and 
2) measures the Federal government might take to alleviate these 
factors.

Henry Crowley Barnhouse 


e CARL F. H. HENRY, formerly professor of Christian 
Philosophy at Fuller Theological Seminary, Pasadena, has 
been named editor of a new international evangelical 
journal. From his Washington, D.C., office, Dr. Henry will 
direct the editorial staff of Christianity Today, a 40-page, 
$5.00 a year magazine designed “primarily for the clergy.” 
A top-flight staff, including J. Marcellus Kik, Dutch Re- 
formed pastor and author; Dr. L. Nelson Bell, a surgeon 
and author; Larry Ward, former managing editor of 
Christian Life magazine, plus “fifty contributing editors” 
and an additional “fifty correspondents stationed around 
the world,” will produce biweekly issues. 


e DALE CROWLEY, Washington area radio evangelist, 
has added three more stations to his 15-year-old “Right 
Start for the Day” program. His current daily “around the 
morning clock” devotional schedule: 6:45—WPIK, WNAV, 
WNAV-FM; 7:45—WPGC. WDON, WASH-FM; 8:45 
WFAX; 9:45—WNAV. (Crowley also broadcasts the hour- 
long Hour of Inspiration program each Lord’s Day and a 
Quizspiration Hour each Saturday evening.) The unusual 
“around the morning clock” program arrangement is de- 
signed to reach the maximum number of government em- 
ployees who are operating on a staggered hour basis. 


@e DONALD GREY BARNHOUSE, pastor of Tenth Presby- 
terian Church, Philadelphia, will switch his Bible Study 
Hour to the NBC radio network, July 1. (Item: Dr. Barn- 
house has been speaking on the Epistle to the Romans for 
more than seven years—a record for sustained interest.) 
He joined the current trend—‘“Hour of Decision” and “The 
Lutheran Hour” were first to announce their switch—fol- 
lowing NBC’s decision to accept paid and/or sponsored 
religious broadcasts. 





Smith McIntire Thiessen 


e OSWALD J. SMITH, missionary-minded pastor of the 
Peoples Church, Toronto, led his people in their 26th an- 
nual missionary convention. Some $290,000 was contributed 
for the support of 350 missionaries for another year, plus 
an additional group of twelve. 


@ CARL MCINTIRE, object of a Bible Presbyterian Church 
revolt last April, was commended in a resolution passed 
unanimously by delegates attending the 14th Annual Spring 
Convention of the American Council of Christian Churches. 
The statement, declaring that the ACCC was “particularly 
appreciative” of Dr. McIntire’s leadership, was endorsed 
by some 900 delegates and friends and called upon Chris- 
tians everywhere to “assure him of our constant prayers.” 


e MRS. “GRAMS” GRIESINGER began her service with 
the Marine Medical Mission in 1952 by mending socks for 
the men of the crew of the Willis Shank. Now, at the age 
of 71 years, “Grams” cooks for thirty people three times a 
day, beginning at 5:30 in the morning and ending the day 
at 8:00 in the evening. Although she “could never preach 
a sermon,” “Grams’” life has been a testimony to both 
missionaries and Indians at Kanaka Christian Training 
School on Thetis Island, British Columbia, Canada. 


e A. G. THIESSEN of radio station ELWA, located in 
Monrovia, Liberia, was appointed chairman of a seven-man 
committee charged with the production of a low power 
transistor radio receiver for use on mission fields of the 
world. The committee was formed last May during a con- 
ference at Moody Bible Institute in Chicago attended by 
technicians from several missionary radio stations, Mis- 
sionary Communications Service and U.S. Christian col- 
leges. Their objective: A receiver for every village within 
range of a missionary broadcaster. 








An official on the Methodist Board of Temperance says that 
the prospects of what the study might uncover has “com- 
pletely unnerved the liquor people.” 

Meanwhile, the Brewer’s Bulletin predicted the study would 
be used to “attempt to place the blame on alcoholic beverages.” 
The same Methodist official pointed out that “all the church 
and temperance leaders want is the truth.” National Safety 
Council studies, he said, have already put the liquor-caused 
accidents at a conservative one out of four, but many state 
surveys set the percentage at one in two. 


Missionary Receives $50,000 for Formosa Church 
Edward K. Knettler, a missionary of the Philadelphia Metho- 
dist Conference, had a very special prayer request answered 
recently. The conference, concluding its 170th business sessions 
at Asbury Church, Allentown, Pa., voted $50,000 as a special 
mission gift to enable him to build the first permanent Metho- 
dist church on Formosa. 

Mr. Knettler first went to China in 1946 and in the last few 
years has organized a congregation of 500 on the island. He 
attended the sessions on furlough and received the conference 
pledge in person. 


Missionary Alliance Plans New Advance 

Delegates to the 59th annual convention of the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance at Omaha, Neb., approved plans to send 
102 new missionaries to foreign lands by next November. 
Dr. A. C. Snead, foreign secretary, said the majority of them 
will go to Viet Nam, French West Africa and New Guinea. 
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(The Alliance now has 720 active missionaries in twenty-two 
countries.) 

“Finding 102 qualified and willing recruits is no easy task,” 
Dr. Snead said, “for there are physical standards to be met. 
emotional stability, mental alertness, and spiritual qualities 
required for each one selected.” 

H. E. Nelson, CMA home secretary, proposed that 102 new 
churches be established during the coming year to support 
the new missionary recruits. He reported that seventy-seven 
new Alliance churches were organized in the United States 
and Canada last year. 


British Lottery Plan Deplored by Church Groups 
Efforts of the British government to encourage sales of its 
“baby bonds” by a lottery scheme which would give purchasers 
a chance to win substantial prizes ran into a storm of objection 
from church groups. 

Harold Macmillan, Chancellor of the Exchequer in the Eden 
cabinet, said the plan was not gambling because people buying 
bonds were assured of a return on their money without risk 
or loss. There would be no interest on the bonds, however. 

The plan would be “socially and morally harmful,” declared 
the British Council of Churches in a resolution adopted at 
its annual meeting. “The well-being of the country must be 
based on labor and sacrifice, thrift and personal responsibility,” 
the resolution said. Anglican Bishop George Ingle, chairma? 
of the Churches’ Committee on Gambling, deplored the scheme 
as “nearly a lottery.” 


Moody Monthly 
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Bible Memory Group Forms Council in Tokyo 
Japanese children and adults are busy memorizing Bible verses 
outlined by the American Bible Memory Association. The num- 
per of individuals participating in the memory work has in- 
creased to the point where, according to Dr. N. A. Woychuk, 
founder and director of BMA, a regional council has been set 
up in Tokyo. 

The new regional council will be headed by U. S. missionary 
Fred Jarvis of the Evangelical Alliance Mission. 


New Monthly Publication for Chinese 

The first issue of Teng Ta (Chinese for “Lighthouse”) rolled 
from the presses last month and another monthly foreign- 
language missionary magazine was launched. The Lighthouse 
in its first issue went to 10,000 dispersed Chinese in Formosa, 
the Philippines, Thailand, Indonesia, Malaya and beyond East 
Asia to all parts of the world. 

Behind the first issue was a great deal of prayer and patient 
planning on the part of staff members at Christian Witness 
Press, Hong Kong. Human instruments in the venture were: 
David Woodward; Paul Bartel; Ron Roberts, manager of 
CWP, and Y. L. Liu, Chinese editor. Hayden Mellsop, former 
China Inland Mission missionary, will handle circulation. 

Missionary Bartel was loaned to CWP by the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance for this project. 

Woodward’s main responsibility will be layout and produc- 
tion. He will have the assistance of other CWP staffers when 
needed. Photographs will be supplied by missionary Eber J. 
Hazelton of the Visual Aids Department. 

Referring to the new publication, Woodward says: “The 
Lighthouse will break into a highly competitive field, for there 
are many secular magazines on the newsstands. This has not 
discouraged the communists, the Roman Catholics and the 
Seventh Day Adventists from entering the field with their 
propaganda. We have to meet the standards already set by 
others; in fact, we must surpass them in attractiveness and 
interest. This means that we shall use to the full the excellent 
printing facilities available in this crown colony of Hong Kong. 
The cover of the magazine will be printed in full color, and 
its inside pages dressed with illustrations and more color. 
Above all else, the contents must appeal to the hearts and 
minds of the reading public. 

“We want The Lighthouse to have as wide an appeal as 
possible. Nothing is of more general interest than pictures and 
stories, for everybody loves a story. And when it comes to 
stories, true life can be more gripping and personal than fic- 
tion. Thus Christian testimonies can be a particularly vivid 
way of teaching Christian truth.” 





Christian Books for the White House 











A special gift of fifty selected Christian books was presented 
to the White House Library in Washington, D.C., on May 31 
by the Christian Booksellers Association. The presentation was 
made by Norman B. Kellow, director of Pinebrook Book Club, 
and chairman of the CBA White House Presentation Commit- 
tee. With Mr. Kellow was CBA president John Fish, of Scrip- 
ture Press, and executive secretary William F. Moore, of 
Moody Press. 

The gift of books, received by Dr. Gabriel Hauge, Economic 
Consultant to the President, on behalf of the White House, 
climaxed several months of preparation since the project was 
announced last August at the association’s convention in the 
capital city. Initial plans for the gift followed a tour of the 
White House by a group of CBA delegates to the convention. 

The volumes chosen for the White House include books for 
devotional reading, biographies of outstanding Christian lead- 
ers and missionaries, numerous works pertaining to various 
aspects of Bible study and correlated research, as well as a 
miscellany of titles which would be welcome in any Christian 
home. (See complete list which follows.) 

Selection of books was made by the committee headed by 
Mr. Kellow on the basis of suggestions from CBA members. 
The list was approved by the executive committee of the board 
of directors. 

Other members of the committee selecting the books were: 
Dr. Lehman Strauss, pastor and author, Bristol, Pa.; Miss 
Mary Jane Kegerize, librarian, King’s College, N. Y.; Keith 
Von Hagen, Broadman Press, Nashville, Tenn.; Miss Dorothy 
Averell, Fellowship Bookstore, Boston, Mass.; Horace Perkins, 
Morning Cheer Book Store, Philadelphia; Robert Cutshall, 
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Northwestern Book and Bible House, Minneapolis; and Thomas 
MaGowan, Biola Book Room, Los Angeles. 

Before the presentation, the fifty volumes chosen for the 
White House Library were rebound with uniform blue cloth 
covers, and the headband, title, author and publisher stamped 
in gold on the back. Each book carried a special presentation 
bookplate. 

Organized seven years ago, the Christian Booksellers Asso- 
ciation has shown steady growth since 1949. Last year nearly 
900 attended the convention in Washington, D.C. Its Seventh 
Annual Convention is scheduled to be held in Chicago at the 
Sherman Hotel, July 30 to August 2.

1. A return to community activities 
near at home sponsored on a co-operative 
basis in the churches and homes. 

2. More adult supervision, perhaps on 
a volunteer basis among mothers. 

3. Stricter licensing laws and stricter 
| enforcement of existing laws to check 
| irresponsible use of automobiles by ado- 
lescents. 

4. A movement through voice and lit- 
erature to emphasize home-centered 
| courtship .. . built around worthy civic 
| and religious activities. 

5. Urging Christian citizens to write 
| congressmen in behalf of legislation to 
aid farmers and strengthen our small 
| agricultural communities wherein decent 
social controls are still the strongest.—

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The Price of Blessing 

‘God bless America!” Fervently we echo this prayer 
as we come to the 180th anniversary of the Declaration 
of Independence. But honesty compels us to admit that 
we deserve God’s judgments rather than His blessings. 

America today is still rejecting Jesus Christ. We hear 
much of God, of church and of religion—but little of the 
one who saves from sin.

We are placing 
undue emphasis on luxury and material wealth. We are 
ignoring Bible standards of righteousness and accepting 
what we see about us with amazing and heartbreaking 
complacency. 

These are sins. They are condemned in God’s Word. 
Because of them nations have been destroyed. 

Who can doubt that we are already experiencing the 
warning judgments of God in strife between the various 
segments of society, in the breakdown of the home, in 


the decay of personal morality and of honesty in public 


life? Is it an accident today that government is so 
largely occupied with trying to stem the tide of crime 
and wickedness? 

We cite these things because America’s condition to- 
day should be the special burden of her Christians. They 
are God’s salt. Who knows how great their power may 
be in checking and even turning back the tide of cor- 
ruption? Great as are our sins before God in 1956, they 
would seem to be no worse than those of Israel at the 
time God “sought for a man... that should build up the 
wall, and stand in the gap ... for the land” that it 
should not be destroyed (Ezek. 22:30). 

Satan has at least three reasons which he whispers in 
receptive ears to discourage opposition. 

“Things are no worse now than always,” he suggests. 
But we know that this is bald untruth. 

“This is not your responsibility,” he declares. But this 
reasoning will not stand as we wait before a holy and 
compassionate God. 

Finally, he says, “This is beyond your power. 
can do nothing.” 

But God still honors prayer. He still uses holy lives. 
The power of His Word—the Sword of the Spirit which 
has been placed in your hand—is as great as ever. 

God can bless America. God will bless her in proportion 
as Christians see her desperate need, and pray, and make 
sure that the salt of their lives does not lose its savor!

God’s Total Answer 

Does the Bible have the answers to the great issues 
before the world today? Implying that it does, one na- 
tionally-known daily newspaper a few months ago con- 
sidered various major problems along with Scripture 
portions reprinted without comment. 
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On the basis of experience, Christians by the thousands 
would testify that the Bible has indeed had the answers 
for which they have searched, both with respect to the 
problems of their former lives and with reference to the 
problems they now meet as Christians. Notwithstanding 
this important fact, the Bible passages quoted in the 
newspaper features already mentioned seemed to lack 
real relevancy. 

Why should this be? One major reason is worth noting. 
The basic problems of our nation, like the problems of 
individual men and women, cannot be solved with piece- 
meal answers. The need of our nation is the kind of 
righteousness which flows from the fear of God and the 
desire to submit to His total will. The need of the indi- 
vidual is for faith in Jesus Christ as the One who cleanses 
from sin and who opens the way to a whole new pattern 
of life based on the provision of the cross and acknowl- 
edgment of His lordship. 

God has the answers for individuals and for nations. 
They will always work—but they are total answers for 
the total life. The answer of the Bible is not an adjust- 
ment here and there, but a whole new life—a new alle- 
giance, a new set of desires, a new purpose. Those who 
come to the Bible shopping for piecemeal answers, who 
approach the Word of God as a gourmet at a smorgasbord, 
are inevitably doomed to disappointment. 


Civilization’s Peril 

The world is startled and stunned by the swift rush of 
recent events. Evidently a great mechanical monster is 
astride the earth. We are not now referring to a con- 
quering dictator, but to the instrument which has made 
him victor. The machine age has added war to its victims. 

The evolutionary concept is largely respossible for the 
confusion of the times. A philosophy of materialism has 
emerged out of the acceptance of the hypothesis of evolu- 
tion. If man has a dirt ancestry he is bound to have a 
dirt destiny, and his philosophy in between the two lumps 
of clay is of necessity earthly. Materialism reduces life 
to “things” and makes the multiplication of things the 
goal of existence. 

For a generation man has been building a great ma- 
chine. With great pride he has pointed to his mechanical 
achievements as evidences of progress. But we have 
seen that this machine in the hands of a dictator can 
bring death and destruction. 

However, those who may be temporarily victorious 
because they are behind the machine instead of in front 
of it, might well pause and ask themselves what the ma- 
chine will do next. There was a character long ago 
named Haman who plotted the hanging of his enemy 
Mordecai. .Haman built a “gallows fifty cubits high” 
(Esther 7:9, 10), intending to “exalt” Mordecai by the 
neck, but “they hanged Haman on the gallows he had 
prepared for Mordecai.” 

Civilization is at stake today. 
of the survival of a nation or the victory of a race. The 
great juggernaut has now been built. It has rolled 
triumphantly over all before it. Who knows that it will 
not some day roll over all behind it? 

And out of all the din caused by the shouting of the 
victors and the shrieks of the vanquished, a quiet voice 
is heard repeating, “A man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he possesseth” (Luke 
12:15).

The Greater Peril 
Not long ago Dr. Ralph Overman, chairman of special 
training at the Oak Ridge, Tenn., Institute of Nuclear 
Studies, took issue with the way some people have, in 
the w6rds of the news report, “tried to frighten people 
into Christianity by implying that ‘we are on the verge 

of a global catastrophe.’ ”

Dr. Overman disagrees with this kind of preaching, 
according to the report, because he feels it overemphasizes 
the destructive power of nuclear weapons. “H-bombs 
could destroy cities, but destroying civilization is some- 
thing else,” he says. 

We would likewise wonder whether some pastors have 
not overemphasized nuclear warfare hazards in their 
preaching—but for a different reason. 

Sad to say there are many perils around the average 
unbeliever which are as real as H-bombs. Many of them 
are much more imminent. There is the tragedy of homes 
breaking up because husband and wife are powerless to 
resist sin and selfishness. There is the tragedy of chil- 
dren being sent out to face modern-day temptations 
without the saving and keeping power of Jesus Christ. 
There is the tragedy of mounting lawlessness all about, 
the burden of financial pressures, the emptiness of life 
without a hope or purpose and of pleasure that does not 
satisfy. Most of all there is the slow tragedy of growing 
older and weaker and closer to death with the blackness 
of a Christless eternity the only prospect. 

God has seen fit to restrain the powers of evil which 
would loose the might of nuclear destruction. H-bombs 
may fall next month or next year—God grant that they 
will not. But these other tragedies are sure and certain, 
and they are all around us. Do we see them, and are 
we warning others? 


The Secret of Forgiveness 

Nothing in all the world sticks to the heart and life 
like the defilement of sin. The man or woman who has 
come to Christ and has known the reality of sins washed 
away knows this. But sometimes he forgets. 

Let even what you may think of as a “little” sin come 
into your life and the mark it makes will stick and stay. 
Time will not wear it off. Determination to sin no more 
in this respect will be quite useless. You may justify 
yourself in your own thinking, perhaps, but still the sin 
will stick. It will rob you of joy, of peace of mind, of 
effectiveness in service. To try to “make up for it” in 
some other way does no good at all. 

We think of the little boy who knelt for his prayers 
and suddenly discovered he had not put up his bubble 
gum. His father, ignorant of the ways of little boys with 
bubble gum, foolishly told him to hold the gum in his 
hand until they had prayed. 

Before they were half through the prayer time, it was 
apparent that the lad was having trouble. A _ hasty 
glance confirmed the worst: feeling the gum become

warm and sticky in one hand, the boy had tried to trans- 
fer it to the other. Soon one sticky little hand was 
vainly trying to free the other—and both were caught in 
a score of sticky strands. 

Nothing did much good. The boy was tearful; the 
father was grim. Soap and water, rubbing alcohol, 
cleaning fluid, ice—all failed to break the grip of the 
sticky stuff. Finally it was peeled off, bit by bit. 

Most of us are fairly quick to learn about bubble gum, 
but how slow we are—even as children of God—to learn 
about sin! Sin is real. Sin is deceitful. And there is 
only one way we can be cleansed from it and all that it 
involves. No amount of wishful thinking, no amount of 
merely feeling sorry will do it. It is “the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son” which cleanses us from all sin. 

No one who has ever looked back to the work of Christ 
on the cross, be he Christian seeking forgiveness for sin 
against his Saviour or lost sinner seeking cleansing and 
new life in Christ, has ever failed to be set free from the 
deadly grip of guilt and estrangement from God. But 
many a so-called backslider is where he is today because 
he has somehow not discovered the blessed, wonderful, 
soul-freeing answer to the question, “What can wash 
away my sin?” That answer is, of course, “Nothing but 
the blood of Jesus!”

make their way inside. 

“Swine!” she hisses, as she turns back 
wearily to her hovel. “Why shouldn’t I 
keep hating them? Their pockets are 
filled with money, but they talk like 
swine and smell like swine. And they act 
as though they own the whole world.” 

Like many another European, the 
young German war widow has had a 
glimpse of three “ambassadors” from the 
United States. And the scene is repeated 
again and again in countless other places 
in Europe—in tiny villages of England 
and Austria, in the famous cities of 
France and Germany, in the vacation re- 
sorts of Austria and Italy. The American 
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The story of the average GI on foreign soil is a matter of record, 






but here’s a glimpse of what twice-born servicemen are doing! 


GI has come to be well known in all these places—for good 
and ill. 

Like every individual in a world dominated by the prince 
of the power of the air the serviceman has spiritual needs. 
Yet, how many Christians in the churches back home are 
remembering to pray faithfully for Uncle Sam’s men in uni- 
form? 

“I don’t like to admit it, but it’s true,” a Christian master 
sergeant told me in 1952 on a Bavarian military post near 
Augsburg. “Ninety-five per cent of these fellows get all fouled 
up while they’re overseas. No wonder, I guess—they’re only 
kids.” 

Yes, only kids—and yet ambassadors. But ambassadors for 
whom? 

“If they could only be ambassadors for Christ,” I hear 
someone say. Yes, true. Yet there are a few things which 
stand in the way. The problem may best be understood if we 
dispassionately examine the credentials of these ambassadors. 
We then discover that as individuals they can be divided into 
four categories. 

Vast multitudes of them are unconverted, many of them 
members of a church back in the U.S.A. Their names, though 
inscribed on the roll of some human organization, have never 
been written in heaven (Luke 10:20). These men cannot pos- 
sibly be ambassadors for Christ unless they are born from 
above. The first category, then, is the unconverted. 

Some of these men are Christians. Yet, back home they 
never learned to do anything more than to attend church 
more or less regularly and to follow the crowd. An intimate, 
personal walk with their living Saviour is something which 
they have never experienced. Chances are, no one ever told 
them that such a walk is possible or desirable. They followed 
the church crowd at home because that was the only thing 
they knew to do. They follow the army crowd in their barracks 
overseas because there is no other crowd to follow. They can 
never be successful ambassadors for the Lord Jesus Christ 
unless somehow their feet are guided “into the way of peace” 
(Luke 1:79). 

On the other hand, some of these GIs are Christians who 
with all their heart want to glorify the Lord. They see the 
awful sin around them on every hand. They loathe it and long 
to break with it. They are seeking as best they know how to 
walk close to the Saviour. But no one [Continued on page 35]

worlds. Having our citizenship in heaven, we still live upon 

earth. We are to be in the world, but not of it; separate 

from the world and separated from iniquity (II Cor. 6:17, 
18; II Tim. 2:19). We are willing to suffer reproach for the 
name of Christ, but we do not want to be needlessly odd. 

In this area lie problems of conduct about which Christians 
disagree. The Bible is definite about many things, but there 
are many things about which the Word is silent. “Is it right 
for me as a Christian to do so-and-so?” is a question all of 
us ask. How may we know? I would like to suggest six tests 
or standards to help us find the answers. 


| i is a sense in which every Christian is a citizen of two 


+ First of all, we must ask ourselves concerning each practice, 
“Does it edify?” 

There are many things which afford passing pleasure, if for 
no other reason than that they are current fads. They do us 
no harm, except as they keep us from things that are of 
positive good in our relationship to God. 

It is possible to include a moderate amount of sawdust in 
your diet without harm. You might (depending on your tastes) 
even find pleasure from this novel menu. But it would not 
do you any good. Think of the space occupied by sawdust 
which otherwise might be filled with wholesome, nutritious 
food. If you are doing something which, though it is not evil, 
does not make you love your Saviour more, it is spiritual saw- 
dust, and ought to be replaced by something better. 


+ Seconp, if you are in doubt as to whether something is 
right or wrong, you will be better off without it. 

The very fact that it has raised a question in your mind 
means it is questionable. The satisfaction of a clear conscience 
is sweeter than the pleasure of something questionable. 

A few years ago a young lady in a Sunday school class asked 
about a certain practice which to her was questionable. Since 
this practice was neither approved nor condemned in the 
Bible, I explained how she might find God’s definite answer 
for herself. I promised never to criticize the practice in her 
life if she had surrendered it to God and still had a clear 
conscience in doing it. 

“Well, I don’t see anything wrong with it,” she answered. 

“All right. Go right ahead,” I told her. “If God has ap- 
proved it, I will never object.” 

“But,” she protested, “all the sincere Christian people I 
know think it is wrong!” 

“What does that matter,” 
right?” 

“But, but. . 
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I answered, “if God says it is 


. well, I guess I know it is wrong,” she admitted.

Her heart was at rest because she had decided to avoid 
something questionable. “But the man who has misgivings 
about eating, if he then eats, has already condemned himself 
by so doing, because he did not follow his faith, and any action 
that does not follow one’s faith is a sin” (Rom. 14:33, Williams

+ Tuirp, if you really want to know, ask God for an answer. 
Sometimes we come to God not to learn His will but to 
secure His agreement. Every pastor has people come to him 
for so-called “advice.” They ask leading questions and they 
do not want honest opinions. They only want the pastor to 
approve a course of action they have already chosen. 

If you come to God expecting agreement, not leading, you 
cannot learn the will of God. If you sincerely seek God's 
answer, you will receive it. 

Try this procedure: Tell God all about the question in your 
mind. Allow the Holy Spirit to search your heart for motives 
and desires. Surrender this questionable thing to God, and 
tell Him you are absolutely through with it forever if it is 
in any way displeasing to Him. (You must mean business 
here, and this may take some praying.) 

If you are satisfied that this has been done, you will have 
your answer. Either you will have complete freedom and peace 
about that thing, or you will not. Once God has made your 
answer clear, the question for you is settled. 


+ FourtH, do what God tells you. 

The world is filled with Christians who believe more than 
they practice, and who know better than they do. When you 
know right from wrong, conscience will tell you to do right. 
If there is a difference between what you know to be right 
and the life you live, you may resolve the difficulty in one of 
two ways. 

You may, by the grace of God, raise your conduct to the 
standard of your conviction. This is God’s way, and is accom- 
plished by daily feeding upon God’s Word and by daily earnest 
prayer. Or you may lower your standards to match your con- 
duct. This will remove the conflict, but it is Satan’s way. Any 
person who can do this ought seriously to examine himself 
in the light of the Bible to determine whether he is after all 
a Christian. The principle then is clear: having learned the 


will of God, obey. 


+ FIFTY, consider your testimony before others. 

If the Lord has given you freedom of conscience about some 
practice so that you can ask God’s blessing upon it, ask your- 
self this question: Will it hinder my testimony? Will some 
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weaker Christian who observes my life 
be led by my example to do that which 
violates his conscience? 

If so, I must stop the practice. Even 
though I am convinced that what I do 
is right, if some other Christian who 
feels that it is wrong is led astray by 
my example, I am sinning. “Let us not 
therefore judge one another any more: 
but judge this rather, that no man put 
a stumblingblock or an occasion to fall 
in his brother’s way. . . if thy brother 
be grieved with thy meat, now walkest 
thou not charitably. Destroy not him with 
thy meat, for whom Christ died” (Rom. 
14:13, 15). 

A thing may be harmless to me, but 
a poor example to another (I Cor. 10:23). 
We are to-strengthen one another in the 
faith, not to hinder another’s walk with 
Christ. If some practice in my life hin- 
ders a brother in the Lord, I ought to 
stop that practice out of love for Christ 
and for my fellow Christian. 


+ SIXTH, we must love Christians with 
whom we disagree. 

It is easy to set up certain standards 
for ourselves and use them to judge 
others. It is also easy to think another 
Christian unspiritual if he disagrees. It 
is true that men are known by their 
fruits, and that we cannot help feeling 
strongly about our convictions. The trou- 
ble with judging others is that we are 
in danger of trying to do the Holy Spirit’s 
work. 

If we feel another Christian is not 
living a separated life, we ought to pray 
for him, and allow the Holy Spirit to 
instruct him. Disagreement on minor 
matters of conduct ought not hinder 
fellowship among the redeemed. We shall 
all give account of ourselves to God 
(Rom. 14:3, 4, 12). We ought, therefore, 
to exercise charity toward brethren with 
whom we disagree. 


+ Now consider for a moment your whole 
attitude toward this matter of separation. 
There is something fresh and thrilling 
about the new life in Jesus Christ which 
ought to lift the Christian high above 
the plane of doubtful pleasures. The New 
Testament breathes a different spirit. It 
is the Christian’s happy abandon to the 
will of his God. It takes life out of the 
realm of fearful duty, and lifts it to the 
level of loving obedience. Once a Chris- 
tian tastes of this new life, he can be 
happy with nothing less than complete 
obedience to the will of God. 

A bride is not asking too much when 
she expects that her husband close the 
door forever to former loves. God expects 
no less of Christians. The new relation- 
ship can be so wonderfully happy and 
satisfying that separation from the old 
life will be a privilege and not a sacrifice. 

Test your conduct by these rules, then 
take your stand, for “in thy presence is 
fulness of joy; at thy right hand there 
are pleasures forevermore” (Ps. 16:11).

HENEVER I pick up a newspaper and 

read the words in the employment 

notices, “Experienced Help Wanted,” 
I think of two men. 

One is a personnel director of one of 
the large manufacturing concerns of the 
city. The other is a leader of one of the 
large gospel churches of the city. Both 
were vitally effected by those words, but 
in quite different ways! 

I lunched with the first one day, and 
after a few words of this-and-that, I 
came around to the inevitable question, 
“How’s business?” 

To my surprise, a frown filmed his 
face, and he groaned. “Terrible .. . ter- 
rible!” 

Noting my expression, his frown gave 
way to a thin smile. “Yes, we are busy 
and there is more than enough work. 
But our greatest need lies in getting 
the right kind of help—experienced help 
for various machines. We have offered 
all kinds of inducements, run ads in 
scores of newspapers, and have plenty 
of people coming into the employment 
office who say—or think—they are ex- 
perienced. But they just won't do.” 

He shut his eyes and groaned again. 
“If we could only get really experienced 
help! Then we could get rolling in high 
gear!” 

The second man I watched at close 
range at the close of an evangelistic 
service. The evangelist had given a 
stirring message under the power of the 
Spirit and was extending the “altar call” 
for sinners to claim the Saviour. Many 
were coming forward. 

Then the evangelist interrupted his 
call to appeal for personal workers, who 
would come forward and help deal with 
the people. I saw this man’s pastor lean 
over and whisper to him: “Brother, come 
along with me, won’t you?” 

I could see this man’s face quite clearly. 
He is a leader in his church, has been 
active for years in its affairs. He is 
intelligent and capable, well liked and 
respected. And yet at the thought of such 
a request, such a privileged opportunity, 
his face blanched. He was a study in 
helplessness and embarassment. 

His tongue whipped a nervous tattoo 
about his lips as he sputtered, “Well... 
yes, but .. .” He stopped. Then: “Pastor, 
I...1... really do not feel that I can 


help much in that way. You... are more 
fitted, had the experience, and .. . well, 


please do not ask me. I’ll be glad to help 
in other ways, of course. You know that 


+ Do you get the very close connection 
between these two incidents, and the 
solemn spiritual lesson so clearly under- 
written? 

One, a large manufacturing concern 
faced a bottleneck because of the lack 
of experienced help. The other, a large 
gospel church, engaged in the greatest 
business on the face of the earth, faced 
a far deadlier bottleneck because of a 
man who had no experience in the thing 
that really counts! 

“Experienced help needed!” Is that not 
the great, desperate need of the hour, 
when it comes to the basic, bed-rock 
business of getting out the gospel, in 
living for the Lord, in witnessing with 
His Word? I verily feel that the Lord 
has “hung such a sign” over many an 
otherwise sound church for years. 

In their midst they have those who 
should be teachers, and yet have need 
that one should teach them all over again 
(Hebrews 5:12). The time has long passed 
when they should have been “all out” 
for God on the highways and byways of 
life, yet they are sinfully content to settle 
within the safety of the Sunday sanc- 
tuary, while they plead with horrible 
humility, “Really, I can’t doit...” 


+ Let’s make it pressingly personal. You 
have been a Christian for quite some 
time, you love your church, you are active 
in its affairs. But tell me honestly ... 
could you sit down with some poor sinner 
and clearly, plainly, definitely point him 
to the Saviour? Could you? 

Are you a blessing . . . or a bottleneck? 
Are you an agony to the Lord, who 
purchased you with His own blood, be- 
cause of being an amateur? Is it you who 
are “holding up production” in these 
last days, when men and women so 
desperately need to be brought face to 
face with the Saviour? 

Remember, sinners can only see the 
Saviour in the sight of the saints, and it 
is not only those Greeks of gospel days 
who cry from the tormented deeps of 
their heart, “Sir, we would see Jesus!’ 
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oME of the most discouraged people I 
have ever met have been Christians 


from divided homes. 

The stories they tell, whether wives 
or husbands, are much the same. They 
speak of loneliness, misunderstanding, 
conflict and near desperation. Often the 
believer member of the family has prayed 
and pled and hoped—and almost given 
up. The unbelieving mate is baffled and 
sometimes bitter. 

But no case is really hopeless. This 
article and the four to follow are out- 
growths of my conviction that where 
Christian husbands or wives are willing 
to face the situation patiently, prayer- 
fully and courageously, miracles often 
come to pass. God’s power and grace are 
greater than all the shackles of unbelief. 
Again and again I have seen divided 
homes made one in Christ when believing 
husbands or wives have faithfully, lov- 
ingly, tactfully lived and worked and 
prayed for the salvation of unsaved 
mates 

I do not say the way is easy. And there 
are many pitfalls. Christians from di- 
vided homes need guidance and encour- 
agement—which is why these articles are 
presented here. 


+ Tue first thing I have to say is that 
God can reach out to your own unsaved 
loved one, transform your home and 
Tfenew your marriage. How? Let me tell 
you about Mrs. Collins.

day came when he began to be increas- 
ingly jealous of God’s place in her life.

“Lord, I can’t do it,” she finally prayed. 
“You'll have to pour in more love, and 
stimulate my mind to new idéas of gra- 
ciousness and kindness to melt his cold 
heart.” 


+ THat day the campaign to win a 
father began. Adding all she could to 
her life of prayer, the mother adopted 
new ideas. She watched for every op- 
portunity to please her unsaved husband. 
She voiced appreciation for everything 
that he did well—gave extra attention to 
her appearance. She sought opportunities 
to express her love. 

Her husband’s demand for her com- 
panionship could not be ignored, so 
mother and sons worked out plans to- 
gether. They were to have mother with 
them after school and then spend much 
time in their own rooms in the evenings. 
Their daddy who was walking in dark- 
ness was to have one with additional 
sight close by his side every possible 
minute. 

The mother even accompanied her hus- 
band to places that did not interest her 
Christian heart at all, but she could 
offer an invitation of a return date on 
Sunday mornings. At first Dad did not 
go to church with the family. But the 
wooing of the Holy Spirit and the wooing 
of three hearts that really cared, finally 
triumphed in his glorious conversion! It 
was then that God’s promise was so real 
to the family: “Believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house” (Acts 16:31).

Yet few in the average group of Christians this summer 
are aware that, entirely apart from the entertainment aspects 
of TV, a simple adaptation of the television principle is even 
now proving useful in churches, Bible conferences and evan- 
gelistic rallies. 

Take, for example, the case of the First Baptist Church of 
Lansing, Ill. Earlier in the year the church faced a serious 
difficulty. An expanding community and effective ministry had 
crowded its eight-year-old building to the limit—and beyond. 
Some relief was obtained by arranging for the Sunday school 
to overflow into a nearby public school. But how to accom- 
modate the crowd at the church’s morning service presented 
a more knotty problem. After six months of holding two morn- 
ing services, Pastor S. P. Andersen and the church board were 
anxious to return to one morning service under one roof. But 
how?

Someone suggested closed circuit TV. There were doubts, 
but the matter was looked into. As a result, several discussions 
and a few weeks later, on Easter Sunday, the overflow crowd 
in the basement auditorium not only heard the service over 
a public address system but watched it on a TV receiver 
placed high enough for all to see. 

“On the whole the reaction to our closed-circuit TV has 
been good,” Dr. Andersen reports. “With it the forty to 
seventy people in our lower auditorium are able to share the 
Sunday morning worship service in a larger way. The Lord 
willing, we expect to break ground for a new building this 
summer. Until it is ready, TV seems to be the better answer.” 

The Lansing church is by no means the first Christian group 
to turn to closed circuit TV. A little more than a year ago in 
Glasgow, Scotland, for example, the Billy Graham evangelistic 
team used eight giant screens to bring the entire service to 
an overflow arena seating some 3,500 persons—the first use in 
evangelism of the closed circuit television principle. Some 
six months later in Toronto the Graham team again turned to 
TV, installing six giant screens to bring the service into an 
annex seating 6,000.

Last spring in the somewhat different field of Bible con- 
ferences the Moody Bible Institute for the second year used 
closed circuit TV to care for overflow crowds at its annual 
Founder’s Week Conference. The well known Bible school, 
incidentally, has purchased a closed circuit television camera 
for use in future conferences and for possible educational use. 
Meanwhile churches such as the Calvary Baptist Church in 
Lexington, Ky., one of the earlier churches to use TV, report 
success in handling increasingly large crowds in such a way 
that those in the overflow room feel they are really part of 
the service. 


+ Bur what is closed circuit TV, and what are the possibilities 
of putting it to work in your own church? To answer the first 
question, closed circuit TV is simply the use of television 
equipment to transmit pictures over wires rather than by 
means of broadcast. Because only wire transmission is involved, 
no license is needed. 

Closed circuit TV is as old as television itself, but during 
the past five or six years it has been put to extensive use by 
industry, business, education and national defense. Today TV

cameras and viewing screens, linked by a simple type of elec- 
trical conductor, are being used to watch traffic in tunnels, 
to help detect excess smoke in factory areas, to police property 
and to do an amazing variety of other types of work. 

While the first closed circuit TV equipment was bulky, 
expensive and required technical operation, some of the 
equipment available today is amazingly simple, relatively in- 
expensive and requires little or no attention. One type of 
installation being recommended for churches today consists 
merely of a television camera no larger than a good-sized 
Bible and one or more large-screen home television receivers 
These are connected by the coaxial conductor already men- 
tioned which can be obtained for less than seven cents a foot. 
Camera and receivers plug into ordinary electric outlets and 
light intensity only a little above average is needed. If neces- 
sary, installations can be made by a competent local TV 
service man. 

A typical installation of this type is the one in use in 
the Calvary Baptist Church of Lexington. The camera is 
mounted on a pedestal at the rear of the church, high enough 
to overlook the heads of the congregation but within reach 
of the operator. It is equipped with two standard 16 mm. 
motion picture camera lenses in a conventional turret 
mounting, one a wide-angle lens for overall viewing of the 
church choir and pulpit, the other a telephoto lens for close- 
ups of Pastor Franklin Owen as he speaks from the pulpit. 
An operator makes the change from one lens to the other by 
a turn of the turret, meanwhile watching the image on a small 
(12 inch) TV receiver installed as a [Continued on page 61]

Church is pictured as the Temple of 

God. Paul was trying to say to the 

Christians at Ephesus that God was 
going to build a temple more wonderful 
by far than Diana’s temple could ever be. 
This language they understood, for the 
temple of Diana filled the whole horizon 
of their lives before they were converted 
to Christianity. 

In the erection of a temple—or any 
modern building—we are faced with the 
question: “Which is first, the building 
or the plan?” Anyone with a logical mind 
will say, “The plan must be first.” The 
thought must precede the effect. There 
must be the conception before the actual- 
ity. The dream comes before the reality. 

First we build castles in the air, and 
then we build them on the ground. He 
who builds no castles in the air is never 
likely to build one on the ground. Before 
any building is erected an architect is 
called in, plans are laid, and a blueprint 
is submitted. This is the dream—the 


I Paul’s letter to the Ephesians the 
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verse fourteen. Nowhere in this sentence 
is there room for a pause. The language 
flows solemnly on to the end, and read- 
ing it one finds that it is impossible to 
find the stopping place short of the 
264th word. 

This is, we believe, the longest sentence 
in literature. In the schools we are taught 
that no sentence should contain more 
than thirty words, under pain of clumsi- 
ness and sacrifice of clarity. And that 
principle is good. But here is a sentence 
that defies all rules; it simply will not 
be broken. In fact, there is no place to 
stop, because the three Persons who are 
involved in it are inseparable, and Their 
work is one. 

This sentence is a hymn of praise 
written to celebrate the work of the Holy 
Trinity in planning the Church. There 
are three stanzas to the hymn. One is 
to the Father, one to the Son, and one

to the Holy Spirit. Each stanza outlines 
the part that Each played in the con- 
ception, and ends with the same dox- 
ology: “...unto the praise of His glory.” 

The outline of the hymn is as follows: 


The Father planned it—vv. 3-6 
The Son provided it—vv. 7-13 
The Spirit applied it—vv. 13, 14 


The Father’s part, that of planning 
the Church, is dealt with in the first 
stanza, running from verse three to verse 
six. In the tribute to God the Father, 
three things are recorded of Him: 


He chose us—v. 4 
He adopted us—v. 5 
He accepted us—v. 6 


Herein is described our position in 
Christ. That we are chosen of the Father 
adds a dignity to us that we did not 
have. We were no afterthought, but be- 
fore the world, in the eternal councils, 
God thought of us and planned for us a 
wonderful destiny. What is that destiny? 
It is this—that we should be holy and 
blameless in His sight. Not only did He 
plan our redemption from the guilt of 
sin, but He thought of our program here 
on earth, and expressed it in two words: 
“holy ... blameless.” 

Further than that, we are adopted into 
His family. He has foreordained us to a 
relationship. And that is not merely a 
relationship of creatures to a Creator, 
but of sons to a Father. 

In the third place, the Father has 
accepted us in-the Beloved. We are ac- 
cepted because Christ the Beloved One 
is accepted, and we are in Him. This 
brief stanza ends with the doxology: 
“...unto the praise of His glory.” 


+ THE next stanza of the hymn cele- 
brates the Son’s part in the plan of the 
Church. He provided it. This second 
stanza runs from verse seven to verse 
thirteen. 

Three things are said of the Son in 
connection with the Church: 


He redeemed it through His blood 
—v.7 

He enlightens it by making known 
the mystery of His will—v. 9 

He gives us an inheritance—v. 11 


The redemption provided is not by His 
life lived, but by His life poured out. It 
is not by His example, but by the 
shedding of His blood.

His life, and that the emphasis on 
ylood is uncalled for and vulgar. 

So is disease vulgar and offensive. But 
the doctor who bends over the patient 

heal the disease is not vulgar. It is 
sin that is vulgar. In fact, God could 
find no better way to express its vulgar- 
ity than by the shedding of blood. But 
the Christ who shed His blood is not 
vulgar, and the great plan of salvation 
coming from the love of God is anything 
but vulgar. 

When we think of the enlightenment 
that is ours in the making known of the 
mystery of God’s will, we are staggered 
that we should be the recipients of such 
a reve:ation and yet think so little of it. 

Think of knowing the mystery of His 
will, seeing ahead to the age when all 
time is fulfilled and His purpose com- 
plete, when heaven and earth shall “make 
one music as before,” forever free from 
the horrid nightmare of sin! The Church 
is given a glimpse down the grooves of 
time into that economy described as “the 
fulness of times when all things shall 
own our Master’s sway.” 

The final work of the Son is the giving 
of an inheritance to those who trust in 
His name. This follows closely on the 
idea of sonship by adoption. We are 
heirs and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ; 
whatever is His is ours. And what is not 
His? He is to be appointed “heir of all 
things.” 


+ THE last stanza is written in praise 
of the third Person of the Holy Trinity, 
the Spirit of God. Verses thirteen and 
fourteen speak of His work in the blue- 
print of the temple. One word sums it 
all up. It is the word “sealed.” 

A seal is the token of a finished trans- 
action. That is exactly what we have in 
the Spirit who witnesses with our spirit 
that we are the children of God. 

A seal is also a badge of ownership. 
And is it not the Spirit’s presence in us 
that makes us realize that we are not 
our own but are bought with a price? 
We are the “purchased possession” for 
which the Husbandman gave all that He 
had. 

Furthermore, a seal is the guarantee 
of safe delivery. Thank God we have that 
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assurance through an indwelling Spirit 
who is “the earnest of our inheritance.” 

Alexander Maclaren has well said: 
“We must keep in mind that God has 
not promised us smooth sailing, but a 
safe landing.” 

These things which are written of the 
Father and the Son are all applied and 
guaranteed by the Holy Spirit. No better 
word could be used than the word 
“sealed.” All that the Father has done 
and all that the Son has done could not 
bring salvation to a single soul unless 
it were supplemented by the gracious 
work of the Spirit. “By him, the promises 
and the provision of redemption are 
coined into the reality of experience.” 

It can be seen, then, that no one part 
is complete without the other. The plan 
is perfect, and the Three are so dove- 
tailed into Each Other that it cannot be 
broken. The plan is one, and yet it is

three; but three as inseparable as are 
the Persons of the Godhead. 

That is the conception of the temple. 
Think of its grandeur! Planned by the 
Father, provided by the Son, applied and 
guaranteed by the Holy Spirit—and all 
this in the counsels of God in eternity. 
The conception is stupendous. Here is 
God planning, choosing, predestinating, 
working, counseling, purposing, redeem- 
ing, inheriting. And all this in the face 
of what we know of our own weakness 
and waywardness of will. + 


+ AFiER the blueprint has been prepared, 


the next logical step in the building pro- 
gram is the selection of materials for the 
building and the preparation for its erec- 
tion. At the site of a great building, in 
the course of its construction, one will 
note that a great deal of unsightly mate- 
rial is deposited on the lot. 

First there is rough lumber, then bags 
of cement, then kegs of nails, loads of 
gravel and sand. And finally a steam- 
shovel makes an ugly gash in the earth, 
displacing the soil to make room for a 
foundation. The only things visible, to 
begin with, are tools and stone and mor- 
tar—rough, unfinished, ugly. Dark black 
ribs of steel rise day by day, cold and 
ghostlike in their nakedness. 

Then, wonder of wonders, out of that 
ugly pile a marble shaft rises, caught by 
the sunlight and made into a tower of 
blazing gold. There stands the polished 
stone, irridescent in the sun, an appari- 
tion of deight. One wonders how such a 
thing could possibly be the result of the 
conglomerate mass of a few weeks before. 
And yet there it is, and the fact cannot 
be denied. 

The second chapter of Ephesians is 
just that—an account of the second 
logical step, the story of the erection of 
the building. It does not begin with the 
perfect building; it ends with it. It begins 
where the contractor begins, with the 
unsightly materials which without the 
craftman’s touch must forever remain 
unsightly. 

Five things are said in description of 
the materials for God’s temple which is 
the Church. We are said to be: 


Dead in trespasses and sins—v. 1 

Walking according to the course 
of this age—v. 2a 

Walking according to the prince 
of the power of the air—v. 2b 

Loving the ungodly crowd in 
whom we found our com- 
panionship—v. 3a 

The children of wrath by nature 
—v. 3b 


In verses eleven and twelve the un- 
desirability and worthlessness of this 
material is further magnified by the 
revelation that it was not included in 
God’s early purpose with Israel; indeed, 
it was a stranger to the promise. So the 
picture is hopeless, and the material, 
useless. Surely the Divine Contractor

wheels. 

At twenty-two, as a smart young Johnny-come-lately in the 
business world, high-powered Cadillacs were his enthusiasm. 

Later, as the owner of a mushrooming insurance agency, it 
was the biggest sales records, the hottest leads. 

Today, at thirty, Arthur De Moss’ enthusiasm has become 
something much deeper—an unswerving loyalty to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and a purposeful drive to forward Christian work. 

(A skeptic might shrug: Just one more enthusiasm. But 
not if he had first talked with young De Moss.) 

Yes, this sums up the story of the Albany insurance 
executive. It may be unusual, it may even be, in spots, a little 
hard to believe, but it is certainly worth telling. It is the story 
of what happens when a successful businessman puts Jesus 
Christ and His message of salvation in first place. 


(": it enthusiasm or fervor or zeal—Arthur De Moss, thirty-

+ For this youthful layman has, in reality, “retired” to do 
God’s work. Every month, he spends twenty days or more 
away from his office on purely voluntary work for God. 

He travels (last year, 60,000 miles) to speak at churches, 
Youth for Christ rallies, Sunday schools, Christian Business- 
men’s Committee meetings—on his own time and at his own 
expense. 

He carries on a program of face-to-face evangelism that 
would make even D. L. Moody (who pledged himself to witness 
to at least one man a day) smile with approval. 

He directs Missionary Endeavors, Inc., an agency which he 
originated and which offers a roster of services to both foreign

missions and mission-minded churches at home at absolutely 
no cost to pastor or board or mission. 

And he is devoting his hardest brain work to a business 
venture whose sole purpose is to earn funds for Christian 
causes. 

All this is the more surprising when you learn more of 
Arthur’s story. At fifteen he left Albany’s choicest prep school 
and hitchhiked west. Las Vegas gambling tables were the lure. 
A book-making establishment and later a night club claimed 
his interest for a time, but these enterprises proved short- 
lived. : 

At twenty-one, he started to sell insurance. One ambition 
pushed him: to retire at thirty. Within six months, he set up 
his own business. It grew, but he expanded too fast. In 1950 
he was in debt thirty thousand dollars. Then Evangelist Hyman 
Appelman came to preach in Albany. 

Merely out of couriosity Arthur went to hear Appelman. 
But the energetic Jewish evangelist made a strange impact. 
That night, on October 13, 1950, Arthur De Moss, then twenty- 
four, received Christ as his Saviour. 

Nothing in his life has ever again been the same. 

Today, six years later, Arthur can humbly say, “God has 
blessed.” His insurance business is solid. He operates several 
branch offices in the South, East, Midwest. He knows where 
he’ll open half a dozen more in the next year. In it all, he 
sees God’s kind hand. 


+ But gratitude for financial success comes second. He’s far 
more grateful for his salvation. Daily, wherever he is, Arthur 
witnesses to almost everybody he meets, carrying on a per- 
sonal evangelism campaign that sometimes embarrasses his 
less aggressive friends. Yet it produces startling results. 
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De Moss, right, with Durward Williams, now of Missionary Endeavors, 
Inc., prepares to fly his own plane to mission fields in Puerto Rico. 


For example, this month in Albany there is one less bar 
and grill. This perhaps is nothing to make headlines in an 
Albany newspaper or even in a Christian magazine, for bar 
and grills close frequently and for a number of reasons. And 
one less bar doesn’t reduce the incidence of alcoholism or 
crime in any city. 

But when a man goes out of the business because he’s now 
a Christian, that’s heart-warming news. When he foregoes a 
weekly income of a thousand dollars to do it, that’s worth 
more attention. This is what happened in the case of (let’s 
call him) Bob, a friend of Arthur’s from his book-making 
days 

But there’s even more to the story. You see, Arthur had 
told Bob the story of his own conversion a hundred times or 
more. Finally, this winter, Bob received Christ as his own 
Saviour. At first, the new Christian planned to “run a bar 
for the Lord,” spending profits generously for benefit of 
Christian schools and Bible conferences. Gently, Arthur said 
no 

But, by his own admission, Bob didn’t know how to do 
“nothing but run a bar.” However, after a struggle, he turned 
his back completely on the only kind of work he’d ever done. 
Arthur realized that, unemployed, Bob would be quickly dis- 
couraged, probably easily tempted. He saw too that the fellow 
needed more than anything else solid grounding in doctrine. 
Solving both problems, Arthur added him to his own payroll, 
requiring that Bob spend almost eight hours a day in the 
De Moss Agency office reading the Bible and Christian books! 
(Then Arthur went to work to find him a more permanent 
job.) 


+ Mucu of his time Arthur now spends doing the kind of 
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Christian work he loves best: telling the gospel story across 
the country, and urging folks to invest their money, no matter 
how little they have, in God’s work. 

Today in Mexico, a missionary and his family are living 
better than last year at this time, working longer hours, and 
more efficiently. The reason? Somewhere in the states, a Chris- 
tian family sends them forty dollars a month and this year 
is going without a new TV set and refrigerator to do it. 

All this came about because last year Arthur De Moss spoke 
at this family’s church. After refusing an honorarium and 
taking care of his own hotel bills, he said a strange thing. “God 
has blessed me financially, and I don’t feel right about ac- 
cepting any money. Give it to missions instead.” Then he 
added, “Say, do you know forty dollars a month almost sup- 
ports a missionary in some places? And everybody can afford 
forty dollars a month for something. So why not for missions?” 

Meanwhile Arthur is doing more than urging others to give. 
A characteristic approach is his Missionary Endeavors, Inc., 
directed by De Moss out of his insurance agency office 

Missionary Endeavors, Inc., is not a mission board itself, 
but it stands ready to aid any existing evangelical board. On 
the field, it builds Sunday schools, sets up visitation programs. 
It organizes evangelistic compaigns and puts into operation 
follow-up programs. It counsels native pastors 
At home, Missionary Endeavors comes into churches to 
show missionary films and slides. It helps plan missionary 
rallies, encouraging young people to dedicate their lives to 
missions. Then it helps raise their support. Such services are 
provided without charge, and money given to the organization 
is channeled directly to evangelical missionaries. Not a cent 
comes out for operating expenses. 

Another portion of Arthur De Moss’ talents is going into 
business; not only into his insurance business, but into a new 
enterprise with profits already earmarked for Christian work. 
Travel Tabs, as it is to be called, is a combination of two 
modern-day ideas—trading stamps and vacation travel. 
Stamps will be issued by supermarkets, furniture stores and 
other businesses. When you paste enough stamps in your book, 
you earn a vacation to any spot you choose. 

All the groundwork has been laid—legal details and travel 
contacts completed. Much space in the De Moss Agency is 
already Travel Tab space. The organization is about to be 
launched nationally—another vision of a dedicated business- 
man. 


+ YEs, in Arthur’s new world, the world he discovered follow- 
ing his conversion on October 13, 1950, money and security 
simply add up to more time to be about God’s work. 

Time, for instance, to travel to Haiti, Cuba, Mexico, and 
Puerto Rico to counsel and advise about mission programs, 
and to give a financial lift to pastors and missionaries. 

Time to begin a desperately needed visitation program in a 
small Albany church, of which he’s not even a member. 

Time to spark promotion and publicity for World-Wide 
Faith Missions, sponsored by Chattanooga’s Highland Park 
Baptist Church. (Here he keeps his membership; he has a 
branch office in the city.) 

And time to witness to a cab driver and lead him, in his 
taxi, to Christ—to talk about salvation over the counter to a 
department store clerk. (The clerk accepted Christ as Saviour, 
went home and won his wife. Now both live transformed, 
enthusiastic lives.) 

Time to serve as president of the Albany CBMC, to build 
enthusiasm and to initiate a weekly personal evangelism 
schedule. 

Time to serve on several Christian boards: Word of Life, 
American Association for Jewish Evangelism, Capital City 
Rescue Mission, Greater Mexican Missions. 


+ Fantastic? Insurance competition says so. 

Impractical for the average man? Some Christians may say 
that. Yet he says no. Not that he pretends God will bless all 
businessmen with a vast fortune. (Just why God chose to 
multiply his financial assets so [Continued on page 38]

In this third and concluding study in a 
series of articles on demon activity in 
this present day, the author deals with 
the vitally important matter of the 
Christian believer’s defense and way to 
victory. 


concerning the evil one and his 

cohorts is recognized as a true one, 

another truth shines like a light in 
the darkness to every earnest seeker: 
Satan is a defeated foe. 

The word of Christ as He looked for- 
ward to His death, “Now shall the prince 
of this world be cast out” (John 12:31), 
was a pronouncement of doom for the 
enemy of man’s soul. When men had 
visited their worst on the Son of God, 
and all hell took up the cry, “Away with 
him!” as they loosed their awful hatred 
on that sacred body, it was not God who 
was defeated, but Satan, whose head was 
bruised there (Gen. 3:15). 

All Christians have thereby been lib- 
erated from Satan’s authority. It is not 
necessary for a child of God to wander 
in the wilderness where the flesh, the 
field of satanic operation, is uppermost. 
If proper preparations for battle have 
been carried out, and the conditions for 
spirituality have been met, then the flesh 
is no longer free to hinder us, but is 
held in subjection by the supremacy of 
Christ. 

Several very important scriptures bear 
upon this point: 

“Giving thanks unto the Father... 
who hath delivered us from the pow- 
er of darkness, and hath translated 
us into the kingdom of his dear Son” 
(Col. 1:12, 13). 

“Ye are of God, little children, and 
have overcome them: because greater

is he that is in you than he that is 
in the world” (I John 4:4). 
“Forasmuch then as the children 
are partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of the 
same; that through death he might 
destroy him that had the power of 

death, that is, the devil” (Heb. 2:14). 

Thank God for the conquering Christ 
who makes us “more than conquerors” 
(Rom. 8:37)! Now it is not you, but 
“Christ in you, the hope of glory” (Col. 
1:27). The believer, Christ-indwelt and 
“Christ-enclosed,” is invulnerable to any 
attack Satan may make upon him. 

It is plain from the Word that God 
has done His part, the Lord Jesus has 
done His part, and the Holy Spirit is 
faithfully doing His part in the liberation 
of every member of the family of God. 
What about the believer’s responsibility 
in this warfare? What is your part? 


+ TueE first necessity in any battle is 
defensive equipment. No soldier can fight 
his best without this. 

“Wherefore take unto you the whole 
armor of God, that ye may be able to 
stand in the evil day, and having done 
all, to stand” (Eph. 6:13). 

Not one single piece of armor is dis- 
pensible—the Lord says, “Take .. . the 
whole armor.” So, first, study prayerfully 
Ephesians 6:10-18, and make sure you 
are fully dressed for battle. 

Then there is the matter of witnessing. 

“And they overcame him [Satan] by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony; and they loved not 
their lives unto the death” (Rev. 12:11). 

It is imperative that much be made 
of the blood of the Lamb of God. Quote 
scriptures referring to it. Sing songs 
about it. Witness to what it has done in 


your life by way of cleansing and re- 
freshing. Satan hates the blood, and 
cannot bear to hear about it. It was the 
blood that defeated him at the cross, 
and it will defeat him now, for it is just 
as powerful today as it was then. He is 
a defeated foe, and all we need do is 
reckon on that defeat he suffered at 
Calvary. 

We are also told to resist. “Your ad- 
versary the devil, as a roaring lion, walk- 
eth about, seeking whom he may devour: 
whom resist stedfast in the faith” (I Pet. 
5: 8, 9). 

There are various ways of resisting 
Satan, among which are faith and a 
proper heart attitude. 

On one occasion (at least) Billy Sun- 
day picked up a chair and literally chased 
the devil off the platform. It was a per- 
fectly sincere action. The devil was real 
to this God-honored evangelist. He had 
known by bitter experience what it was 
to be under his power, and he also knew 
what it was to be free from his domina- 
tion. 

Martin Luther’s study walls were 
stained with ink, a testimony to Luther's 
resisting the devil. Satan opposed him 
bitterly in his forward strides for God, 
and time and again had become so real 
and close to the great Reformer that the 
only answer seemed to be to throw an 
ink well at him. There was a sincere 
attitude of heart behind that throwing. 
It was no formality with Luther. 

Resist the devil with the words of 
Jesus: “Get thee behind me.” Resist him 
with the Word of God. Remind him that 
“it is written” and then quote the scrip- 
tures the Holy Spirit brings to your mind 
for the present need. Remind him of his 
defeat at Calvary. Label him the usurper 
that he is. [Continued on page 64) 
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The Retreat from Radical New Testament Criticism 
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F all the scholars now living in Britain who have devoted 
() their lives to New Testament studies, perhaps the most 
influential has been Charles Harold Dodd. There has just 
been published in his honor a notable collection of twenty-six 
essays by some of the more distinguished Biblical scholars of 
the western world entitled, The Background of the New Test- 
ament and Its Eschatology. (Columbia University Press, 1956). 

I would like to consider briefly some of the more significant 
essays in this volume, but first a word should be said regarding 
Professor Dodd. 

Born in 1884, he was a classical scholar at the University 
College, Oxford, at eighteen years of age, and subsequently 
won many honors, graduating B.A. when twenty-two years 
old. He then went to the University of Berlin to do research 
in Roman Imperial Numismatics, and followed this with four 
years Of research in Early Christian Epigraphy at Magdalen 
College. Oxford. 

In 1915, when just thirty years old, he became lecturer and 
then professor of New Testament Greek and Exegesis at Mans- 
field College, Oxford, and continued teaching in New Testa- 
ment Studies at Oxford and Cambridge for thirty-five years. 
Dr. Dodd is now general director of the New Translation of the 
Bible, a project which has been carried on by British scholars 
Since 1950.

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The two works which probably brought him greatest fame 
are small volumes. In The Parables of the Kingdom (1935), 
Dodd forcefully confronted contemporary theologians with the 
idea of what has come to be known as “realized eschatology.” 
relating to the interpretation of our Lord’s teachings on the 
kingdom of God. 

The following year he issued his valuable study, The Apos- 
tolic Preaching and Its Developments, which awakened the 
English world to the significance of the New Testament word 
kerygma, the preaching of the gospel, though perhaps, as 
even the volume we are to discuss here suggests, the word has 
been overworked in subsequent years. 

In addition to many other works, Dodd wrote the volume 
on Romans for the Moffatt Commentary in 1932; and recently, 
at nearly seventy years of age, he completed his truly epochal 
Interpretation of the Fourth Gospel, which will remain for 
years to come one of the most important books of our time 
on the teachings of John’s Gospel. 

In writing this, I must add that one who holds a conservative 
view of the Christian faith cannot agree with many of Pro- 
fessor Dodd’s statements; I am here only emphasizing the 
tremendous influence he has exercised during the last thirty 
years. 


+ WE must now turn to the book before us for consideration, 
a beautifully printed volume of over 570 pages embracing 
approximately 220,000 words vf text. It is divided into two 
parts, the first carrying the general title “Towards an Under- 
standing of the Background of the New Testament,” and the 
second, “Towards an Understanding of the Eschatology of the 
New Testament.” 

Of these twenty-six essays, six are in German and two are 
in French—a total of one-third of the volume—seven of these 
eight chapters being found in the second part. Six of the 
writers are Americans, and one foreign professor, Dr. Cull- 
mann, has written in English. 

In this brief survey, I do not intend to enter into technical 
matters which fill these pages, some exceedingly technical, e.g., 
the thirty-six page study by Katz of Cambridge, “Septuagintal 
Studies in the Mid-Century.” 

As one carefully reads these chapters, however, one fact 
stands out again and again, namely, that the atmosphere of 
New Testament studies today is altogether different from that 
which prevailed at the beginning of our century. 

Thefe has come to most New Testament scholars, I believe, 
a new conviction of the dependability, the sanctity, and the 
historical accuracy of the New Testament writings, with a

significant statement: 


“There was a time when the 
Church was awake to the con- 
temporary implications of Proph- 
ecy, but the ear and mind of the 
world were closed to the subject. 
Now a world steeped in per- 
plexity is eager to know what 
Prophecy has to say, but the 
Church seems to have no posi- 
tive prophetic message for the 
present hour.” 


Let us thank God that this con- 
dition no longer prevails. The Second 
International Congress on Prophecy 
held in 1955 was an epoch-making 
event. Thirty-four speakers, rep- 
resentative of many Christian Col- 
leges and Theological Seminaries, 


discussed prophetic subjects cover- | 


ing practically the entire field of 
Eschatology in a 
unanimity. The ffindings of this 
historic gathering are now available 
in the form of a MANIFESTO, and 


the leading addresses will soon ap- | 
pear in a book under the title “Un- | 


derstanding the Times.” 


By popular demand another Con- | 


gress on Prophecy for the Pacific 
Coast Area will be held at the Church 
of the Open Door in Los Angeles 
next October 7-14 with many churches 
cooperating and a Committee of One 
Hundred sponsoring the event. Watch 
this column for further announce- 
ments.

October 21-28. 


The American Association for 
Jewish Evangelism is spearheading 
this movement for the study and 
proclamation of THE SURE WORD OF 
PROPHECY.

corresponding abandonment of many of 
the radical theories which were so tena- 
ciously held a generation ago. This is at 
; once evident in the opening essay of the 
book, “The Task of Exegesis,” by E. C. 
Blackman, lecturer in Biblical Theology, 
| New College, University of London. 
After acknowledging the fact that we 
' cannot get at the real meaning of the 
Word of God without knowing something 
of the local historical circumstances 
which prevailed at the time these various 
books were written, and something of the 
great historical movements that were in- 
fluencing Israel and the early church, 
as well as recognizing the absolute neces- 
sity for a careful study of the original 
text in the light of our latest knowledge, 
the author goes on to insist repeatedly 
that even after acquiring all this, we still 
do not have the full meaning of the 
Scriptures: 


There is something more to be done 
than relate a passage to its original 
environment. For Biblical truth is 
more than ancient history. The in- 
terpretation of the Bible must show 
proper appreciation of its nature and 
content; that is to say, must handle 
it as the Word of God to past gen- 
erations and also as the potential 
Word of God to all generations. 

The Bible: contains historical nar- 
rative, but it is not simply history. 
For the events to which its narrative 
refers are events in which the divine 
purpose was being worked out. 


Professor Blackman confesses toward 
the close of his essay: 


The whole Bible, Old Testament as 
| well as New Testament, is witness to 
Christ; more accurately, it is the wit- 
ness to Christ which constitutes its 
main message. The Word of God in 
the primary sense is Christ; the Bible 
is Word of God in a secondary sense, 
in so far as it testifies to him and 
mediates him. 


| In the last paragraph, summing up all 





| he has said, he reiterates his thesis in the 
| following statement: 


The Bible is the Word of God, not 
simply history or literature or philos- 
ophy. Its distinction from other writ- 
ings must be kept clear. It is not 
secular literature. This affirmation is 
made with full critical awareness, 
and not in the interest of an un- 
critical orthodoxy. 


These are wholesome and much-needed 
words for our day. 





In 1910, most conservative New Testa- 
ment scholars were placing the writing 
of the Gospel of Mark between a.p. 64 and 
70; many others insisted that it was 
written between a.p. 70 and 90; and some 
extremists dated it between a.p. 100 and 
130. In this volume, in the one reference 
| to the date of Mark which I have dis- 

covered, the time is given as a.D. 58-65, 
| which simply means that this Gospel 

could have been written within less than 
| thirty years of the death of our Lord. 


+ One of the outstanding contributions 
| to this volume is that by Professor W. F. 
Albright of Johns Hopkins, the most dis- 


tinguished authority in the field of Bibli- 
cal archaeology living in America today 
—or, perhaps, even in the western world. 
His subject is not one which we would 
normally connect with his name, but 
nevertheless is one in which he has been 
interested for years, and on which he 
has occasionally written, “Recent Dis- 
coveries in Palestine and the Gospel of 
St. John.” 

Without going into the evidence which 
Albright presents—wholly adequate, as 
one would expect—I merely quote his 
statement: 


There is absolutely no trace so fai 
of a continuous Aramaic literary 
tradition spanning the interval be- 
tween the Achaemenian and earliest 
Hellenistic period on the one hand. 
and the second century a.p. on the 
other. 

He further reminds us that with the 
fall of Jerusalem, all accurate knowledge 
of that city and that land could be known 
in the remaining years of that century 
only by someone who had actually lived 


in that land: 


We must recognize an almost com- 
plete break in the continuity of 
Christian tradition in Palestine itself; 
any reminiscences of the life of Jesus 
or of conditions in Palestine in his 
time must have been carried into the 
Diaspora by Christian refugees, 
either voluntarily or otherwise. 

This means that if there are cor- 
rect data in the Gospels or Acts of 
the Apostles which can be validated 
archaeologically or topographically 
they must have been carried from 
Palestine in oral form by Christians 
who left that land before or during 
the First Jewish Revolt. 

Dr. Albright then proceeds to show the 
topographical, geographical and historical 
accuracy of a number of passages in 
John’s Gospel which testify to the fact 
that the author must have had first-hand 
knowledge of Palestinian matters, ac- 
quired before the fall of Jerusalem; e.g., 
the terms in John 20:16; the name 
Lazarus; the place where Jesus was 
brought before Pilate in 19:13; the place 
where John was performing his baptismal 
work, in 3:23, etc. 

His final conclusion is that the Gospel 
of John “contains the memories of the 
Apostle John,” and “there is absolutely 
nothing to show that any of Jesus’ teach- 
ings have been distorted or falsified, or 
that any vital new element has been 
added to them.” 

I particularly like his footnote on the 
last page, a reply to those critics who 
claim that the content of many of the 
messages of Jesus in John’s Gospel is 
different from that of the Synoptics: 


One of the strangest assumptions 
of critical New Testament scholars 
and theologians is that the mind of 
Jesus was so limited that any ap- 
parent contrast between John and 
the Synoptics must be due to dif- 
ferences between early Christian 
theologians. 


In his discussion of some similarities 
of a few ideas in the recently discovered 
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Dead Sea Scrolls and the New Testament 
teachings regarding Christ, he concludes: 


With all this superficial similarity, 
there is a wide gulf between the doc- 
trines of the Essenes and the essen- 
tials of Johannine teaching, which 
the latter shares with the Synoptics 
and Paul. 

Four essential differences are listed: 
First, in the New Testament the Messiah 
appeared to suffer and die, which is not 
true of any teacher in the Dead Sea 
Scrolls; secondly, Christ came to save 
sinners, and not merely the elect; thirdly, 
Christ came to heal the physically and 
spiritually sick, not merely to sanctify his 
followers; and finally, Christ taught the 
gospel of love, not merely the gospel of 
righteousness. 


+ TH1Is view of John’s Gospel is upheld 
in this same volume by the well-known 
professor of Biblical Criticism and Ex- 
egesis in the University of Manchester, 
T. W. Manson. Toward the end of his 
essay on “Present-Day Research in the 
Life of Jesus,” Manson has a sharp 
rebuke for many of our theologians today 
when he says: 

There are others in our day who 
would find in the essential Jesus the 
reflection of their own chosen philos- 
ophy. It is easy to laugh at those 
who, a couple of generations ago, 
saw in Jesus a good nineteenth- 
century liberal humanist with a 
simple faith in a paternal deity. It 
is less easy to see the joke when the 
Jesus of history is a twentieth- 
century existentialist, a kind of pre- 
existent Heidegger. But the Good 
News was not the clever anticipation 
by the carpenter of Nazareth of the 
most up-to-date philosophical ideas. 


+ ProFessor Cullmann, one of the most 
influential New Testament scholars in 
the world today, devotes his space to the 
fascinating subject of “Eschatology and 
Missions in the New Testament.” 
Frankly, in reading these pages, one 
would almost think he was listening to 
n address delivered at some prophetic 
conference in America. In the early part 
of our century, especially from 1910 to 
1925, many writers in our country, in 
attacking the doctrine of the imminency 
of Christ’s return, accused those who 
held this view of advocating something 
that would lead to pessimism. The Uni- 
versity of Chicago was particularly 
emphatic in statements like this. But 
now listen to Cullmann, as he opens his 
Study: 

The genuine primitive Christian 

hope does not paralyze Christian 
action in the world. On the contrary, 
the proclamation of the Christian 
Gospel in the missionary enterprise 
is a characteristic form of such 
action, since it expresses the belief 
that “missions” are an_ essential 
element in the eschatological divine 
plan of salvation. 
_ The missionary work of the Church 
is the eschatological foretaste of the 
Kingdom of God, and the Biblical 
hope of the “end” constitutes the 
keenest incentive to action. 
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In contrast to a vast literature that 
appeared several years ago on the king- 
dom of God, the social gospel, etc., Cull- 
mann insists that: 

We cannot achieve the coming of 
the Kingdom of God by our own 
action; we cannot “bring in” the 
Kingdom of God... It is only those 
who are firmly convinced that the 
Kingdom comes from God who are 
given the courage to work here and 
now, whether success or failure be 
their portion. 

The learned German scholar discusses 
the very words of Jesus pertaining to the 
time of His return, as in Mark 13:10, 
“And the gospel must first be preached 
unto all the nations,” and then would the 
end come; moreover, he declares that 
this is the great incentive to missionary 
activity, and should have been such for 
every generation. 


+ I cannot conclude this brief review of 
a remarkable book (though all of the 
articles are not equally significant) with- 
out speaking of the stimulating study by 
Professor N. A. Dahl, of Oslo, on “Christ, 
Creation and the Church.” He has 
brought new light indeed to the meaning 
of the famous words of Isaiah 46:10, 
“declaring the end from the beginning.” 

What is the beginning of the work of 
God revealed in the Scriptures? It is 
creation, of course. The author then pro- 
ceeds to call attention to the amazing 
number of passages in the New Testa- 
ment in which the new creation of Christ, 
and the new age which Christ introduces 
are specifically related to the first age, 
to the first creation; e.g., Paul’s use of 
the concept of the first man, Adam, and 
the last Adam, in I Corinthians 15:45; 
and other passages such as I Peter 1:2, 
20; Revelation 17:8; Ephesians 1:3-14 
and especially the opening words of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews. 

This work is quite expensive, and I am 
not recommending that my readers in 
general purchase it. I have here only 
tried to set forth its amazing testimony 
to the definite swing, on the part of New 
Testament scholars, away from those 
radical, faith-destroying theories that 
were so prevalent in the earliest part of 
our century.

His exposition of the final chapters of 
Zechariah contains some suggestions as 
| to the probable sequence of events in the 
| city of Jerusalem at the end of this age 
which are well worth consideration today. 
They begin on page 492 of his com- 
mentary. 
First of all, we are told, there will be 
a restoration of the Jews to Palestine in 
unbelief: 


. .. hot a complete restoration of 
the whole nation, which will not take 
place till after their conversion, but 
of a representative and influential 
remnant. 

It seems from Scripture that in re- 
lation to Israel and the land there 
will be a _ restoration, before the 
Second Advent of our Lord, of very 
much the same state of things as 
existed at the time of His First 
Advent when the threads of God’s 
dealing with them nationally were 
finally dropped, not to be taken up 
again “until the times of the Gentiles 
shall be fulfilled.” 

There will be at first, as compared 
with the whole nation, only a repre- 
sentative minority in Palestine, and 
a Jewish state will probably be 
formed, either under the suzerainty 
of one of the Great Powers, or under 
international protection. The nucleus 
of this politically independent Jewish 
state is already to be seen in the 
120,000 Jews who have wandered back 
from all regions of the earth to the 
land of their fathers. 


Mr. Baron believed that around the 
nucleus of Jews already living in Jeru- 
| salem, 


. a large number more from all 
parts of the world will in all prob- 
ability soon be gathered; but we shall 
only be able to speak of a restoration 
of the Jews as an accomplished fact 
when Palestine becomes by interna- 
tional consent (to quote from the 
Zionist programme) the “openly rec- 
ognized and legally assured home” 
of the Jews, i.e., when the Jews are 
once more acknowledged as a nation 
with a land of their own to which 
they might go. 

This was written before the Balfour 
Declaration. After the issuance of that 
decree, our learned author added a foot- 
note: 





How rapidly things have developed 

on the lines here forecast since the 
above was written four or five years 
ago. 
Up to this point, Mr. Baron was abso- 
| lutely correct. Time will tell if his sub- 
| sequent interpretations were accurate 
also. He says: 





After a brief interval of prosperity 
there comes a night of anguish. What 
occasions the darkest hour in the 
night of Israel’s sad history since 
their rejection of Christ is the gath- 
ering of the nations and the siege 
predicted in this chapter. 

If we interpret Scripture rightly, 
they shall have entered into covenant 
and sworn allegiance to a false Mes- 
siah, thus culminating their national 
apostasy, and fulfilling the word of 
Christ, “If another shall come in his 
own name, him ye shall receive.” 

But the covenant of iniquity based 
upon apostasy will not stand. In- 





furiated, probably by the faithfulness 


to the covenant God of their fathers 
on the part of the godly remnant who 
shall then be found in the land, the 
Antichrist forms the purpose of ut- 
terly and finally exterminating this 
people, who can never cease, even in 
apostasy and unbelief, to be witnesses 
for the living God and His truth. The 
armies of the confederated nations, 
the very flower of their strength, are 
marshalled together in Palestine, 
their watchword being, “Come, let us 
cut them off from being a nation, 
that the name of Israel may be no 
more in remembrance.” 

These hosts march in triumph 
through the land, easily treading 
down all opposition. And now the 
enemy in overwhelming force and 
irresistible fury attacks Jerusalem, 
which is soon at his mercy. The city 
is taken, and the “spoil” or booty 
leisurely “divided in the midst” of 
her, without any fear on the part of 
the enemy of interruption or moles- 
tation. There ensue scenes of cruel 
brutality, and lust, and _ horrors, 
which usually accompany the sack of 
cities by enraged enemies, only in- 
tensified in this particular case by 
the accumulated hatred of these con- 
federated hosts against this land and 
people. Half of the remaining popula- 
tion in the city is dragged forth into 
captivity, and there is but a small 
and wretched remnant left, which 
probably, in the intention of the 
enemy, are also devoted to destruc- 
tion. 


With the discussion of the final de- 
liverance of the Jewish people by the 
return of the Lord we need not be con- 
cerned here; for we all know that their 
only hope is in Christ, whom they have 
thus far almost unanimously rejected. 
Mr. Baron believed that: 


When at last, in the hour of their 
deepest need, their long-rejected, 
crucified Messiah appears for their 
deliverance—when His blessed feet 
shall stand in that day upon the 
Mount of Olives—they will almost 
simultaneously be made aware of it; 
for, though they may not all at once 
behold Him with their eyes, the whole 
world, and nature generally, will be 
conscious of it, and respond to, the 
visible appearing and presence of the 
Son of God. 

And the spared remnant of the dis- 
persed of Israel will, like their breth- 
ren in Jerusalem, hail Him—though 
at first it may be from a distance— 
whom they crucified, and turn to 
Him in true repentance. 


The Mvstery of 
Our Resurrection Body 


ECENTLY it has been necessary for me 
i to examine again a subject on which 
a great deal has been written in pre- 
ceding generations, but about which we 
hear so little today—namely, the nature 
of our resurrection bodies. 

The apostle Paul gives us considerable 
information in his remarkable fifteenth 
chapter of First Corinthians, and else- 
where tells us that we shall have a body 
like unto the glorious body of our Lord. 
But exactly what the difference will be 
between that body and the one in which 
we now live is something on which there 
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have been many different views 

I have no intention of enumerating and 
evaluating those views here, though we 
may come back to them in future dis- 
cussions in these columns. In restudying 
this subject, however, I came upon two 
statements by church fathers, both of 
whom confessed that a true mystery must 
be acknowledged as attaching to this 
theme which cannot be completely solved 
on this side of that glorious experience. 

Both of these men wrote somewhere 
near the end of the fourth century. 
Toward the end of the most important 
single work on the resurrection which has 
come down to us from the church fathers, 
the essay “On the Soul and the Resur- 
rection” by Gregory of Nyssa, is the fol- 
lowing sensible remark: 

The true explanation of all these 
questions is still stored up in the 
hidden treasure-rooms of Wisdom, 
and will not come to the light until 
that moment when we shall be 
taught the mystery of the Resurrec- 
tion by the reality of it; and then 
there will be no more need of phrases 
to explain the things which we now 
hope for. Just aS many questions 
might be started for debate among 
people sitting up at night as to the 
kind of thing that sunshine is, and 
then the simple appearing of it in 
all its beauty would render any verbal 
description superfluous, so every cal- 
culation that tries to arrive conjec- 
turally at the future state will be 
reduced to nothingness by the object 
of our hopes when it comes upon us. 


This is taken from The Nicene and Post- 
Nicene Fathers (second series, Vol. V, p. 
464) . 

A similar confession was made by 
Augustine himself, the greatest of the 
theologians among the church fathers, 
in his 148th epistle: 

As to the spiritual body which we 
shall have in the resurrection, how 
great a change for the better it is to 
undergo—whether it shall become 
pure spirit ...On these and on many 
other things which may perplex us 
in the discussion of this subject, I 
confess that I have not yet read any- 
where anything which I would esteem 
sufficiently established to deserve to 
be either learned or taught by men. 


A Rarely Seen Poem 
on the Word of God 


FTEN I have thought of preparing an 
( anthology of the principal poems and 
hymns that have been written in praise 
of the Word of God, but I have never 
seriously attempted to gather this ma- 
terial. 

One poem which would belong in such 
a work is that by no less a person than 
the great hymn writer and Scotch 
preacher of an earlier generation, Hora- 
tius Bonar. Of the eleven stanzas of this 
hymn, I am here quoting the first, third, 
sixth and last three: 
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Thy thoughts are here, my God, 
Expressed in words divine, 

The utterance of heavenly lips 
In every sacred line... 


More durable they stand 
Than the eternal hills; 

Far sweeter and more musical 
Than music of earth’s rills ... 


Thine, Thine, 
In man’s poor human speech, 
Telling of things unseen, unheard, 

Beyond all human reach. 


A thousand hammers keen 
With fiery force and strain, 
Brought down on it in rage and hate, 
Have struck this gem in vain. 


Against this sea-swept rock 
Ten thousand storms their will 

Of foam and rage have wildly spent; 
It lifts its calm face still. 


It standeth and will stand, 
Without or change or age, 
The word of majesty and light 

The church’s heritage.

HIS particular item will not bring in- | 
spiration to anyone reading it, and I | 


am quite sure will not send anyone to 
the Congo as a missionary; still, I trust 
it is not out of order in these columns. 

Last summer in reading a book on the 
British Museum, I came upon the state- 
ment that some years ago (the book does 
not carry a date, but it was perhaps about 
1880) one man in England felt he had 
found enough material in the London 
City Directory for writing a book. I left 
an order for his book, and a copy came 
to my desk last week—very reasonable, 
so no money has been wasted on it. The 
volume, intriguingly called The Romance 
of the London Directory, was compiled 
by Charles W. Bardsley, Vicar of Ulver- 
ston, author of a number of articles on 
genealogical and historical lore. ” 

One chapter in the work is called “The 
Bible and Nomenclature.” The author 
says that in pre-Reformation days in 
England the Scripture names in use 


. .. were sO prominent that none 
could be ignorant of them, such as 
Adam and Eve. All our Atkins, Atkin- 
sons, Adams, Adamsons, Adkins, Ad- 
kinsons and Addisons come from 
Adam; all our Eves, Evisons, Evetts, 
Evitts, Evotts and Evesons, from Eve. 
An old will, dated 1391, speaks of the 
same individual as Eve and Evot (i.e., 
little Eve). Adam and Eve, four hun- 
dred years ago, were two of our com- 
monest personal names. 


The London Directory then—this was 
perhaps the 1877 edition—contained 
many such names as Christmas, Mid- 
winter, Paschal, Nowell or Woel, Pente- 
cost, etc. As soon as the Bible began to 
be printed in England, the naming of 
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City and State 


children for Biblical characters became a 
very common practice, as the baptismal 
records of the Church of England reveal. 


It had evidently become a point of 
respectability among certain classes 
of the community to select for their 
children the rarest names of Scrip- 
ture. John, Nicholas, Bartholomew, 
Thomas, and Peter, though Scrip- 
tural, were tabooed; a stain rested on 
them, as having been in the Calendar 
during centuries of popish super- 
stition. In fact, the Apostles were 
turned out for having kept bad com- 
pany. 

Many seemed to have rested their 
claim to thorough knowledge of the 
Bible upon the rarity of the name 
they had discovered in its pages. 
Thus I find “Ebedmeleck Gastrell,” 
whose Christian name only occurs 
once in the Scriptures (Jer. 38:8). 
“Epaphroditus Houghton,” “Othniell 
Haggat,” “Apphia Scott,” “Tryphena 
Gode,” “Bezaliel Peachie,” are cases 
in point. 

If a child were styled by a new, 
quaint, unheard-of title, as a matter 
of course it was assumed to be from 
the Bible. From the appearance of 
such a name as “Michellaliell,” I 
fancy tricks of this kind were com- 
mon. 


Some men never gave anything else but 


| Biblical names to their children even in 


our country. For example, Charles 
Chauncey, who came to America from 
Herfordshire, named his children, Isaac, 
Ichabod, Sarah, Barnabas, Elnathan, 
Nathaniel, and Israel. 

Throughout the book, Mr. Bardsley 
frequently brings out some good lessons. 
One found in this chapter is worth re- 
peating: : 


Above all, we must never forget, 
that whether the name be in the 
Bible or out of it, whether it be given 
at the font or even in the registrar’s 
office, it is the man that sanctifies 
the name, not the name the man. 
It was not their names that made 
Venn, and Simeon, and Wilberforce 
venerated; but Venn, and Simeon, 
and Wilberforce, by their earnest de- 
votion and stable piety made them- 
selves so revered by Christian Eng- 
lishmen that their names are still 
uttered with that hushed and bated 
breath that is the deepest demon- 
stration of regard that human heart 
can express.

2» “Music ... is 
almost all we have 
of heaven on earth” 
(Addison). With 
this in mind, let’s 
get into a good com- 
fortable position, 
try to shut out ex- 
traneous thoughts, 
and open our ears, 
mind, and heart to 
this mode of expression, via records... 
such as this very lovely group of sacred 
classics by the Augustana Choir (Word, 
LP-4005). 

I thrilled once again to Blessing, Glory, 
and Wisdom by Bach. What all-inclusive 
spiritual depth is recognized in this work 

. and, I must emphasize, I heard the 
words! Very unusual for a large group. 
The emotional impact of their singing 
is terrific, all the way from Bach to 
Rachmaninoff’s Blessed Is The Man, and 
from the collection of Five Christmas 
Carols to the simple German folk song, 
Gute Nacht. 

Some possibly would consider this 
music too “long hair.” Well—it does re- 
quire more exposure and concentration 
than the ordinary gospel songs and 
hymns, for the most part, but I think 
this album will balance your collection of 
sacred records. And I’m reasonably cer- 
tain that almost everyone who listens to 
this presentation of the Augustana Choir 
will quickly recognize it as choral singing 
of uncommon beauty. 


» Drifting from my record player right 
now is the sound of a lone and beautiful 
violin backed by a very straight-sounding 
but expressive vocal group. It serves to 
introduce us to the much loved strains 
of Wonderful Peace, by Cooper. Then on 
they sing and play with a delicate in- 
tensity such favorites as The Old Rugged 
Cross, Ivory Palaces, and I Heard the 
Voice of Jesus Say, with the same moving 
interpretations. Occasionally I hear an 
unconventional chord or phrase, but in 
this case it doesn’t seem to detract from 
the depth and simplicity of the songs. 
On the reverse side are three instru- 
mentals (essentially strings) playing with 
a little more musical creation, O Love 
That Wilt Not Let Me Go, The Beautiful 
Garden of Prayer, and The Holy City. 
This is SACRED SYMPHONY IN HI- 
FI (Sacred, LP 7042). The man respon- 
sible for these new instrumental inter- 
pretations is Ralph Carmichael, young 
virtuoso from the West Coast, whose 
colorful sound track orchestrations have 
also complimented the Billy Graham 
films. Here is one of the few albums I’d 


walk all the way downtown to buy. 


» Hey—c’mon all you cow-hands who 
enjoy a western swagger to your music! 
Looks like Redd Harper, Ol’ “Mr. Texas” 
himself, has saddled up with organist Les 
Barnett and the Carmichael string grcup 
to produce a record roundup worthy of 
your interest (LP RH-1251 Christian 
Faith). 

This group includes eight numbers that 
are new to yours truly. Just to name a 
few: The Answer Man, Five Minutes 
More, Be The Good Lord Willin’, The 
End of Life’s Journey, etc. The presence 
of four of the more established songs, 
My Jesus, I Love Thee, He Leadeth Me, 
Pass Me Not, and I Surrender All, brings 
the album into focus for those who don't 
appreciate all new songs. In my opinion, 
this is the type of a production that 
either you like or you don’t, but I also 
think it’s the very best group of record- 
ings that Redd has produced to date. 
Give it a whirl. 


» Sometime when you aspiring bassos 
happen to be near a piano, strike a low 
B flat. Sound impossible to sing? Well, 
it is, almost. And only a true bass voice 
can produce it consistently. Bill Carle, 
recording artist for Sacred Records of 
Los Angeles, not only hits said B flats 
consistently, but carries real dynamite 
on the high notes too. 

John Peterson (It Took a Miracle) 
furnished a few of the songs contained 
herein, such as My Song, No One Under- 
stands Like Jesus, No Greater Love. The 
numbers for the most part are of the 
ballad style, with the exception of the 
familiar Saved By Grace. If you’ve seen 
and heard Bill Carle in person, you'll 
probably agree that much of the real 
bigness and power of the voice is not as 
evident in these recordings as it would be 
if he were singing “live.” The back- 
grounds are very nice, and especially 
effective on How Great Thou Art. I think 
you’ll be in for a treat anytime you spin 
this one. 


» By the way, if you have a name like 
Johnson, Olson or Swenson, and like your 
coffee black, there’s a recording to back 
up all that national color; SACRED 
SONGS by the Northlanders of Swecen. 
Side A is in English, featuring such num- 
bers as Cleanse Me and Over the Sunset 
Mountains. Side B is in Svenske. We 
didn’t catch a word they sang, but if 
you’re Scandinavian, you'll really enjoy 
Ake Forsberg and Lennart Sandbergh 
singing these old numbers with instru- 
mental background. 
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Golden Nuggets 
for Bible Students

THE PASTOR 
'Y t in II Timothy 4:1-8, outlines for 
rimothy, pastor of the church at 
Ephesus, some of the responsibilities of 
a istor. 

The first is, “Preach the Word.” The 
word “preach” is xnpioow (kérusso). 
Thayer defines: “to proclaim after the 
manner of a herald, always with a sug- 
gestion of formality, gravity, and author- 
ity which must be listened to and 
obeved.” 


At once, this word called to Timothy’s | 


mind the imperial herald, spokesman of 
the emperor, proclaiming in a formal, 
grave, and authoritative manner, which 
must be listened to and obeyed, the 
message which the emperor gave him to 
announce. The word is aorist imperative, 
which signifies a summary command to 
be obeyed at once. It is a sharp com- 
mand, as in military language. 

This should be the pattern for the 
preacher today. His preaching should be 
characterized by that dignity which 
comes from the fact that he is an official 
herald of the King of kings. It should 
be accompanied by that note of authority 
which will command the respect, careful 
attention, and proper reaction of the 
listeners. There is no place for clowning 
in the pulpit of Jesus Christ. 

Again, since the preacher is a herald, 
he is duty-bound to deliver only the 
King’s exact message, nothing more and 
nothing less. The preacher must present, 
not book reviews, not politics, not eco- 
nomics, not current topics of the day, not 
a philosophy of life based upon the un- 
proven theories of science, but the Word. 
He is given a message to proclaim by his 


Sovereign. If he will not proclaim that, | 
his exalted 


let him step down from 
position. 

The pastor, in the delivery of this 
message, must be “instant, in season, out 
of season.” “Be instant” is ériornue 
(episteme), “to stand by, be present, be 
at hand, be ready.” The exhortation is 
for the preacher to hold himself in con- 
Stant readiness to proclaim the Word. 
“In season” is eixaipws (eukairds), made 
up of eu “good, well,” and kairos, “a 
Strategic time,” the entire word meaning 
“opportune.” “Out of season” is axaipws 
(akairos), made up of Alpha _ which 
negates the word and “a strategic time,” 


the word meaning literally, “no strategic 


time”; thus, “inopportune.” The preacher 


is to preach the Word when the time is | 


auspicious, favorable, opportune, and also 
when the circumstances seem unfavor- 
able. 


In his preaching, he is to “reprove.” | 


“Reprove” is déyxw (elegchd), “to con- 
vict, refute, confute, to reprove so as 
to bring out the person’s confession of 
Sin, or if not that, his conviction of sin.” 
The preacher is to deal with sin in the 
lives of his hearers, and he is to do it

Q. Why and when was the Golden 
Gate into Jerusalem sealed and is it 
fact or merely supposition that it was 
through this gate that Jesus entered the 
city on Palm Sunday?—Mrs. D.W.G., 
Maryland 


A. The present walls of Jerusalem, with 


| their gates, date back to Suleiman the 


Magnificent (1494-1566), under whom the 
Ottoman Empire 
reached the height of 
its power and pres- 
tige. The Golden 
Gate, however, is 
substantially that of 
the Byzantine period, 
ascribed by some to 
Justinian (483 - 565 
A.D.), by others to 
Heraclius. It was first 
Pfeiffer blocked up in A.D. 810 

by the Arabs who 
have a tradition that one day a conqueror 
will enter by it. Thomson, in The Land 
and the Book, tells how his Moslem guide 
assured him that “at the end of the age 
Jesus the Son of Mary would enter 
through the gateway and take possession, 
not of Jerusalem only, but of the whole 
world.” The gate leads directly into the 
temple area into which none but Moslems 
have free access, so that its being closed 
removes the necessity for guards to pro- 
tect the sacred haram. 

When the Christians held Jerusalem 
during the time of the Crusades, the gate 
was opened on Palm Sunday. In imitation 
of the triumphal entry of our Lord, the 
Patriarch passed through the gate carry- 
ing palm branches. Since the gate was 
walled up by Suleiman in 1542, no access 
to Jerusalem by the Golden Gate has 
been possible. 

Christ entered Jerusalem on Palm Sun- 
day through a gate which probably 
occupied the site of the present Golden 
It is possible that some of the 
massive blocks at the present site of the 


| Golden Gate may have been there when 
| Christ entered Jerusalem to die as our 


Saviour. More than this we cannot say.

Q. Would you explain who or what 
“the rock” in Matthew 
16:18?—E.M.., Illinois 


A. Our Lord says to Peter, “Thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will build my 
church” (Matt. 16:18, A‘V.). The word 
“Peter” is in the Greek text Petros, a 
proper noun, masculine in gender. It was 
@ proper name in the first century. It

means “a rock.” The words “this rock” 
are a demonstrative pronoun, an article, 
and a noun, all in the feminine gender, 
The rule of Greek grammar is that a 
demonstrative pronoun agrees with its 
antecedent in gender and number. If our 
Lord meant that Peter was the rock upon 
which the Church is built, Matthew 
would have put these words in the mas- 
culine gender. They cannot refer to Peter. 
Furthermore, Thayer in his Greek lexi- 
con quotes Schmidt on his Synonyms as 
saying that the feminine form of the 
word “rock” refers to a massive, living 
rock, and the masculine form refers to a 
detached but large fragment. Since the 
demonstrative pronoun here cannot refer 
to Peter but must point back to some- 
thing, the natural conclusion is that it 
points back to the fact of our Lord’s deity 
as stated by Peter—Kenneth S. Wuest 


Q. I am confused about the following 
who seem to have been closely connected 
with the earthly life of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: John the evangelist, John the 
Baptist, John the apostle and John the 
disciple whose Gospel bears his name. 
Which John was it that was with the 
mother of Jesus at the crucifixion? Was 
there a John whose name appears in the 
Old Testament or who could be consid- 
ered an Old Testament prophet?—B.F., 
Illinois 


A. There are three important “Johns” 
in the New Testament: (1) John the 
Baptist, the great prophet who introduced 
Christ; (2) the apostle John, and (3) 
John Mark. There was also a relative of 
the high priest Annas by that name, who 
is mentioned but once (Acts 4:6). No Old 
Testament character bore the name, but 
in a sense John the Baptist can be con- 
sidered as belonging to that division of 
Scripture since he was the closing figure 
of the Old Testament prophetic line 
(Matt. 11:13). 

The apostle John is sometimes called 
“John the Evangelist” since he wrote one 
of the four Gospels (or “Evangels”) . This 
John, son of Zebedee and brother of the 
apostle James, was first a disciple (or 
“learner”) and then an apostle (or “sent 
one”), as is made clear in Matthew 10:1, 
2. He was the one to whom Jesus com- 
mitted His mother at the time of the 
crucifixion (John 19:26, 27). 

John Mark, a companion of Paul and 
Peter, was the author of the second 
Gospel. He was not an apostle.—G. Cole- 
man Luck

ever prepared them for the relentless 
storms that now blow in their souls. And 
so in the spiritual fight they are more 
often down than up. They would quickly 
become splendid ambassadors for Jesus 
Christ if someone with an understand- 
ing heart and a helping hand were just 
to draw near to them and help them. 

Then, thank God, here and there are 
a few well-established, twice-born GIs, 
holding forth a steadily shining light. 
Where 
Word, they are like Aaron and Hur, hold- 
ing up his hands. Where there is no 
chaplain who faithfully brings God's 
message of salvation, they are bravely 
telling others that God’s Word alone is 
trustworthy and that the Bible says, “Ye 
must be born again” (John 3:3). 


+ Wuat a host of potential ambassadors 
for the Lord Jesus Christ are in the first 
three of these categories! But much must 
happen before potentialities are to be- 
come actualities. 

One no more than touches on this 
subject before Satan instantly presents 
one of his most commonly believed lies— 
“God cannot work in the Armed Forces!” 
But praise God, Christ is always the In- 
verte! 
of men’s souls says that God cannot 
work in the Armed Forces, then one of 
the purposes for which the Saviour lives 
is to show that God can work as irre- 
sistably in the armed forces as in any 
other place in the world.

Fellowship office, in Holland, “Couldn’t 
you come down to Southern France to 
hold a GI Bible conference here? There 
are so many who long for one.” 

The Lord told us, “Go.” The confer- 
ence was held for five days on the edge 
of lovely Lake Lacanau, east of Bordeaux. 
Souls were saved. Christian men began 
to study God’s Word in earnest, to hide 
itin their hearts and to apply it in their | 
lives. 

And the Lord continued His blessed |

work in the heart of sergeant Dick and 
his wife. Not long after the conference 
service days ended for them. They re- 
turned to the U.S.A. with a heavenly 
vision which they were determined to 
obey. Not long ago this letter came from 
them: 

The Lord has led us to a splendid 
Bible school. We don’t know what He 
has for us after this training, but 
we are certain that He wants us 
in the mission field. Ireland and 
France are strongly on our hearts. 

The States are wonderful, but we 
feel lost amidst such wide-spread 
lightheartedness in regard to the 
precious truths of the Word. We 
don’t mean to affect deeper spiritual- 
ity than that which we actually pos- 
sess, but there’s too much raciness 
here at home concerning many of 
the quiet things of God. 

Speakers were few and far between 
in Bordeaux, so that when they came 
we listened with all our hearts to the 
precious messages. Here there is an 
over-abundance of “greats” and we’re 
afraid that we are running the risk 
of becoming Bible dyspeptics. When 
we first entered Holland for that 
conference a year ago we stopped at 
a restaurant and saw for the first 
time in many months some good ole 
Pepsi-Cola. It was probably the best 
tasting Pepsi we’d ever had. Now 
they’re all about us, so that if we 
chose we could drink one every day; 
but we don’t, because they have be- 
come commonplace. 

We pray that the deep truths of 
God that have changed men’s lives, 
mended their homes, deliyered them 
from their sins might never become 
commonplace in our lives. Some of 
our richest Christian growth has 
come through those GI conferences. 


+ THEN there is Charlie—another answer 
to Satan’s lie that God cannot work in 
the Armed Forces. 

Charlie and another GI stepped off the 
train late one February afternoon in 1954 
at the little Black Forest village of Her- 
renalb, scene of a four-day GI Bible con- 
ference. 

“How many men are coming?” 
their first eager question. 

They were a bit taken back at the an- 
swer: “Just you and two others.” Yet 
neither they nor we needed to wait long 
to see what actually we should never de-

| mand to see—God’s reason for His ways. 


It proved that Charlie had a problem. 


It was simply this: for how long is a 


, Christian saved? Because the conference 
| was small he had liberty to bring up his 


problem on the first evening. Each of the 
other three GIs also longed to be certain 
of God’s answer to Charlie’s question. So 
we spent the ensuing days studying al] 
that we could find in God’s Word on that 
subject. 

On the fourth day nine other guests 
arrived unexpectedly just before break- 
fast. While waiting for tables in the 
dining room to be prepared for this ex- 
panded crew we had a testimony time. 
Climaxing the testimonies was a word 


| from Charlie. 


“Late last night,” he said, “God showed 
me from His Word that when He saved 
my soul He saved me forever. I want to 
thank Him this morning for that.” 

From that date GI Charlie began to 
grow. Two months later when he came 
to another conference, it was difficult to 
believe that he was the same man whom 
we had met on the train platform at 
Herrenalb that February afternoon. With 
him came several others for whom he 
had become a spiritual leader. He had 
been a real ambassador for Jesus Christ. 

Not long ago Charlie, too, terminated 
his armed forces career. Before he left 
Europe he wrote us this letter: 

My movies of the April conference 
turned out well—the tulips, the North 
Sea, the people, the street meetings, 
the windmills, and even the wooden 
shoes that you wore for me. I shall 
never forget what the Lord has done 
for me here in Europe. Ever since the 
wonderful conferences my life has 
been one continuous conference with 
Him. Praise to His name for that, 
chastisements and all. 

I probably won’t see you for some 
time as my military life is almost 
finished. I should like to receive the 
letters that you regularly send to the 
GIs. 

Please remember me in prayer as 
I will have many difficulties when I 
go back home. Because of differences 
in doctrine I must break some rela- 
tionships with individuals who are 
very dear to me, possibly even with 
my girl whom I have known for five 
years. You are on my prayer list. 
Pray for me. 


+ ANOTHER one is Bob, a lanky Southern 
lad whom we first met at a meeting on 
a military post in Germany and who 
later came with a Christian friend to a 
GI Bible conference in England. His let- 
ters tell all that need be told: 


From Kaiserslautern, Germany ... 
We are now back from the confer- 
ence in England. John 5:24 is still 
ringing in my heart, for through 
memorizing that verse at the confer- 
ence I became assured that I had 
everlasting life. 

Since we returned from the confer- 
ence the chaplain asked us to con- 
duct regular meetings in the stock- 
ade. The Lord has really been with 
us there. We found two wonderfully 
seeking Catholic boys, Eddie and Joe, 
and they were hungry for God’s 
Word. One had been hurt by some 
thoughtless Protestants at one time. 
We assured him that we were speak- 
ing to him then as Christians. It 
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filled my heart with joy that I cannot 
express when this past Monday night 
at our second Bible study and discus- 
sion group these two boys accepted 
Jesus as their Saviour. Sweet and 
wonderful Jesus! There’s a difference 
in their faces and outlook on life 
now. They are a blessing to our dis- 
cussion, and read their Bible con- 
stantly and carry the Testaments we 
cave them to work with them. 

Bible study in the cells has spread 
to many men. The guards have to 

emind us of lights-out time. Several 
others have renewed their fellowship 
with Jesus and one other I know of 
has accepted Christ as His Saviour. 
Three of the guards are interested 
and come in when they can, and we 
are especially praying for them. 

I have “goofed off” so long in the 
Lord’s work. I pray that He will 
strengthen me as I return home, as 
there will be married life to adjust 
to, school, work, etc. But I still want 
to serve the Lord all I can. 


Several months later from the south- 
land: 


” 


Joy! Joy! Joy! “Rejoice evermore 
(I Thess. 5:16). How wonderful is 
Jesus and His wonderful works! I can 
wait no longer to tell you of all my 
joy and the biessing the Lord has 
bestowed on me. I had prayed for a 
long time that my wife would know 
Christ and want to serve Him as I 
want to, and for Him to open the 
way in her heart for my homecom- 
ing. When I got there not only did 
she know and love the Lord, but she 
gave her whole life to Him! Now we 
both have given our all to the Lord, 
and He leads us most marvelously 
in all things and has blessed us “ex- 
ceedingly abundantly.” 


+ Yes, loud and long Satan will continue 
to claim that a man cannot live a Chris- 
tian life in the Armed Forces. Satan will 
try to make you believe that GIs cannot 
be effective ambassadors for Jesus Christ. 
Yet every day Jesus Christ is proving 
Satan a liar through the lives of scores 
of men in the United States service. But 
what about the other men in uniform 


who are also the objects of God's love 
and whom He longs to make the recipi- 
ents of His power? I sincerely believe if 
God’s people all over America will do 
their part, God’s Spirit will surely yet 
work mightily to turn thousands o 
American GIs from believing Satan's lie 
to being happy ambassadors for Christ. 
Here are four simple things you can do 
to help meet your GIs’ greatest need: 
(1) Keep writing to them, even though 
they rarely or never answer. Though 


some wander far, like any of us, they'll 
nobody | 


wander farther if they think 
cares. 
(2) Keep praying, remembering as you 


pray that they face temptations which 


many of us have never known. God is | 
able to do everything for them that they | 
need, and to be everything to them that | 


their soul could desire, but He works as 
His children bring the needy ones to His 
feet in prayer (Luke 5:17-26). 

(3) Send their names and addresses to 
one of the English-speaking Christian 
groups in the land of their occupation. 
In most of these lands there are more 
than a few missionaries, service centers, 
and Christian organizations who have 
a special burden for the American GI. 

(4) Send them Christian literature, but 
shun material that is merely religious, 
vague and wordy. Choose items with a 
direct, unashamed approach, something 
which has a distinct appeal for service 
men. Remember, men in the service read 
everything they can get their hands on, 
but when it comes to spiritual things, 
they want reality! END

ut of the whirl of busy Team life at 

Richmond has come memories that

The Laboratory Method of Training Teachers 


tr of the most important jobs in your 
Sunday school is that of teaching 
teachers. And it is far from easy. For no 
matter how good the classroom instruc- 
tion may be, the step from theory to 
practice is likely to present some prob- 
lems, 

Right here is the advantage of the 
laboratory method of teacher training 
which, in my observation, is becoming in- 
creasingly popular in some parts of the 
country. 

A laboratory school uses a highly quali- 
fied teacher who actually teaches a class 
of boys and girls while the class of teach- 
ers look on. After the boys and girls are

dismissed, the teacher leads a discussion 
which brings out the various teaching 
techniques used and analyzes the teach- 
ing-learning process which the group of 
teachers has just seen demonstrated be- 
fore them. Usually such a laboratory 
session is followed by a class in theory 
in which teaching principles and the 
characteristics of the age group being 
taught are emphasized. 

You can use the laboratory method for 
instructing prospective teachers in your 
own Sunday school on Sunday morning. 
In this case the counseling teacher can 
work with different age groups on dif- 
ferent Sunday mornings. Arrangements 


can usually be made for the demonstra- 
tion lesson or worship service to last for 
only part of the hour with the teacher 
class adjourning to another room for the 
post-demonstration discussion. 

Or laboratory classes may be arranged 
as a feature of your monthly workers’ 
meetings. Or better still, perhaps, ar- 
rangements may be made for a co-opera- 
tive laboratory training school with sev- 
eral Sunday schools participating. 

This latter method was used most suc- 
cessfully by the Greater Chicago Sunday 
School Association and brought an over- 
whelming response from trainees. In ad- 
dition to pedagogy or teaching methods, 
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courses such as Sunday school admin- 
istration, worship, visitation, Bible study 
and evangelism were taught by the dem- 
onstration-discussion method. 

To set up your laboratory training pro- 
gram or school, begin by choosing a 
supervisor, or, in the case of a co- 
operative school, possibly a supervisor 
and committee. This leader (or leaders) 
will select the staff, work with the staff 
in planning courses, order supplies, secure 
suitable rooms and equipment for teach- 
ers, serve as promotional leader, appoint 
and supervise registrars and in general 
keep his finger on the “pulse” of the 
school. 

Co-operative laboratory schools may be 
held very successfully in connection with 
regular Sunday school sessions or a vaca- 
tion Bible school. These may follow the 
pattern used for the past four years by 
churches in South Bend, Ind., in con- 
nection with Sunday morning “Let Me 
See Schools.” Teacher instructors, known 
as counseling teachers, are invited to visit 
the two host churches. After observing 
the local situation, the teachers hold an 
orientation session on Sunday afternoon. 
Registrations for the coming classes are 
completed and materials for the classes 
distributed at this time. 


On the following Sunday morning, the 
observing trainees arrive by nine o’clock 
at the church where their laboratory 
class is to meet. They spend the half hour 
before Sunday school helping the coun- 
seling teacher get ready for the children. 
They review the room arrangement and 
the teaching plan for the day and decide 
on special points for observation. During 
the regular Sunday school period the 
counseling teacher demonstrates to the 
watching trainees many of the tech- 
niques of teaching through actually 
teaching the boys and girls. After the 
children are dismissed, the counseling 
teacher then helps the observers to 
evaluate the work of the morning. 

The key to the success of your labora- 
tory training class lies in finding thor- 
oughly qualified teachers. These should 
be persons of adequate academic training 
with a wide scope of practical experience. 
They should show considerable spiritual 
vigor, and have an engaging personality 
as well as an ability to work with both 
children and adults. 

With a little ingenuity it is possible 
to provide varied and extremely inter- 
esting, not to say practical, instruction. 
In the Greater Chicago Sunday School 
Association, for example, the class of 


teachers themselves sometimes became 
the guinea pigs participating in the dem- 
onstration (though it is preferable to use 
actual children’s groups if possible). 

On other occasions, whole classes were 
divided into committees to plan and con- 
duct demonstrations after a particular 
technique had been presented or demon- 
strated by the instructor. Filmstrips and 
16 mm. sound movies were sometimes 
used in a similar fashion, and tape re- 
corders helped to develop story-telling 
techniques. Role playing and skits dem- 
onstrated approaches to be used in visita- 
tion work. 

Outside projects were initiated, such 
as preparing and teaching a lesson, or 
visiting a class or department and eval- 
uating the session. Some trainees were 
assigned the task of decorating a de- 
partment room, or asked to observe and 
analyze the characteristics and needs of 
a particular pupil; others made files of 
pictures, stories and music. 

In fact, the versatile “lab” method of 
training can be put to work in many 
areas of your leadership training pro- 
gram. Whatever the lesson, with this 
method you can show your workers what 
theory means through concrete example 
and application. END

Make a ITYMN BOARD 


service, you can eliminate whispered 

questions like “What number are we 
singing?” and “What number did he 
say?” by using a hymn board on which 
the numbers are posted. Attractive hymn 
boards may be purchased at no great 
expense. Or, if you prefer, young people 
in the Sunday school can make a simple, 
usable board with a little planning and 
preparation and about half an hour’s 
work. 

You will need the following: 

A piece of heavy poster board measur- 
ing 22 by 18 inches 


a Sunday school department worship 
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A half dozen sheets of 9 by 12 inch 
tagboard 

Poster paint and a lettering brush 

Pencil, ruler and scissors 

The procedure is simple. First, make 
a layout on the poster board similar to 
the one pictured. The slits should be 
marked 9 inches apart and cut about 2 
inches long. The lettering should be care- 
fully finished with poster paint. 

Mark the sheets of tagboard into num- 
ber strips as illustrated. These should be 
pointed and measure 12 inches from tip 
to tip. A good width would be 1% inches. 
Quite a supply of these number strips 


should be kept on hand. 

Your hymn board is now ready to be 
used. It shoud be put where everyone in 
the room can see it. As the worship serv- 
ices for the department are planned, the 
hymn numbers may be marked on the 
strips with a black crayon or painted on 
with poster paint. Both sides of each 
strip may be marked and then saved for 
repeated use. 

The hymn board costs very little and 
requires only a short time to make. But 
it will prove of great value as an aid in 
conducting smooth and reverent worship 
services that are honoring to the Lord.

Let’s Go 
to the Fair! 


Souls are where you find them. 
Here is a proved program 
of outdoor evangelism 


for your church group this summer. 


UMMERTIME! And all across the countryside —on barns, 
~ fenceposts, or on the bumper of that car driving down 

the road—you read the enticing signs: “Come; to the 
Fair.” Are you going to the fair this year? That is, has your 
church caught the vision of taking the gospel to the thousands 
of people who will be thronging your local fair grounds during 
those county-wide important days? Here is an opportunity to 
witness for Christ which in other years you may have over- 
looked. It can be a thrillingly effective method of witnessing 
if the gospel message is attractively presented in a package 
Suited to the occasion. 

Ray and Darlene Brubaker have had considerable experience 
in presenting the gospel at unusual places, such as county 
fairs, trailer parks and many times on some vacant lot in the 
midst of a residential district. Since they “took to the road” 
in 1947, they have reached millions of listeners with their 
unique ministry. In these years, their specially-equipped trailer 
has become the pattern for a number of “caravans” going into 
the “highways and hedges” under Cathedral Caravan, Inc. 

The Brubakers believe that in this day of mass evangelism 
and radio and television gospel broadcasting nothing can quite 
take the place of personal evangelism in winning lost souls. 
They are eager to convince you that witnessing for Christ can 
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be a real pleasure. In these paragraphs and pictures, they 
share with you some of the things they have learned about 
outdoor evangelism, and give pointers on how your church 
or gospel team can conduct a successful evangelism program 
at the fair in your county this summer. 

First requisite, says Ray Brubaker, is prayerful planning 
with the group to be responsible. Success will depend upon 
wholehearted co-operation. 

Then contact proper authorities about renting a space, and 
perhaps a tent for the occasion. Space is sometimes granted 
free for a church enterprise, but it is best to be prepared to 
pay the regular concession rates, and try to get a location as 
near the Midway as possible. The tent need not be larger 
than 12 by 20 feet, unless you particularly wish to accommo- 
date a larger audience. If you plan to show gospel films as 
part of your program, make sure the tent is an opaque one. 

Other necessary items of equipment will include a plat- 
form, chairs, signs, a tract rack and public address system. 
Early in your planning begin to collect items for the gadgets 
to go in the most fascinating attraction of your fair program 
—the build-it-yourself Free Arcade. 

Nothing attracts inquisitive folk (and that includes just 
about everyone who comes to the fair!) and compels them to 
stop—and see—and listen—quite so much as that little word 
“free!” Here are a few of the Brubaker’s “tried and tested” 
gadgets for the Free Arcade which have induced many a 
person to sit down a while, and listen and consider his soul’s 
need of salvation. 

“Free Vu-scope.” Above a long, slender tube is a sign bear- 
ing the inscription: “What think ye of Christ? Your decision 
determines where you will spend eternity.” Most persons 
looking into the Vu-scope take a long, thoughtful look at a 
lighted picture representing Christ. 

“The “Peek-box.” A large cardboard box labeled “It’s Alive” 
draws many curious folk. Peeking in through binocular eye- 
holes, they see a large Williams translation of the Bible open 
to Hebrews 4:12. The words, “For the word of God is alive 

. ” is underscored in red. A light inside illuminates the 
words. Small holes punched in the sides of the box give added 
effect of its containing something aiive. 

“Your Weight Free.” Mr. Public is invited to step on a 
bathroom weighing scale to learn his weight—‘“free”—by a 
sign which in finer print reads: “If you were worth your 
weight in gold, how much would you be worth? ‘For what 
shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul?’” 
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“Electronic Phone” ... that predicts 
your future. The amateur radio tech- 
nician in your church will be interested 
in this project. Attach an ordinary tele- 
phone or headphone to a recorder in 
such a way that the recorder will auto- 
matically start when the receiver is 
lifted. Record several  thirty-second 
pointed messages with a challenge to 
accept Christ, allowing for a brief pause 
between messages. Recordings on tape 
are preferred. If records are used, how- 
ever, 33 RPM’s are recommended. Con- 
tinuous tapes which are now available at 
radio supply houses are ideal for this set- 
up. Young and old alike are curious to 
know what’s in the future. As long as the 
receiver is off the hook, the electronic 
phone whispers the answer into their 
ears: heaven or a lost eternity! 

“Hear Your Voice.” Many people have 
never heard their own voice and you will 
be surprised how this will interest them. 
An ordinary tape recorder does the work 
with an experienced operator in charge. 
When the microphone is put before them, 
most people will remark, “I don’t know 
what to say .. .” Then the operator hands 
them a card to read which has printed 
on it a verse of Scripture. Thus they get 
the message as they read the verse, and 
then again as they listen to it being 
played back. 

“Rest Your Feet.” A foot vibrator rests 
the weary fair visitor’s feet. Mount a one- 
fourth horse power motor on a metal 
plate with the flywheel slightly off-center. 
The vibration sensation thus created 
tends to sooth and rest the feet. As one 
stands on the plate, he faces a sign which 
states: “Jesus said, ‘Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.’” 

Usually after a trip along the Free 
Arcade, it is not difficult to get the visitor 
to take a seat for the program. Success 
in gaining and holding a crowd, however, 
will depend largely upon the attractive, 
smooth, fast-moving program you put on. 
This, incidentally, is repeated over and 
over again during the day and evening 
as the audience moves on and another 
one takes its place. The program should

be planned to cater at times to any spe- 
cialized audience, such as children in the 
mornings or late afternoons and adults 
at night. 

Enlist the services of your most tal- 
ented people—soloists, instrumentalists, 
flannelgraph-story tellers, and others. 
Pertinent, Spirit - directed testimonies 
from born-again people are important to 
the program. Use any gospel-centered 
novel attractions available, such as magic 
demonstrations, puppet or ventriloquist 
stories or features. 

Some of your volunteer helpers may be 
called upon to just sit in the audience, 
helping on the principle that “a crowd 
attracts a crowd.” Others may be ap- 
pointed to man the Free Arcade equip- 
ment. Still others should take their turn 
at passing out gospel tract 

The tracts of course should be attrac- 
tive, and should be stamped or imprinted 
with your church name, address and tele- 
phone number. In cases where the man- 
agement objects to signs which mention 
religious organizations, or you feel you 
can do a greater work of evangelism 
without displaying any church name, the 
imprinted tracts will help to identify you 
to any persons who would like to seek 
further help or information. 

One feature which has proved ex- 
ceptionally effective in attracting atten- 
tion and holding an interested crowd at 
the fair, the Brubakers say, is the Bible 
Quiz. Time of the quiz and awards given 
should be posted in a conspicuous place, 
and reference made to it from time to 
time throughout the day. A quiz master 
conducts this feature in the usual quiz 
program manner. Contestants may be 
grouped as to age and the questions put 
into three or four categories. If you wish, 
the va ue of the awards may be increased 
as the questions become harder, and an 
inexpensive award given to those who 
miss the first question.

As in every other part of the program, 
the main purpose of the Bible quiz is to 
bring a gospel witness to the people. 
Often while the contestant is thinking of 
the answer the quiz master can weave 
in a brief testimony relative to the ques- 
tion. In fact, some questions should be 
purposely selected to enable the gospel 
to be given. For example, the question, 
“What did the apostle Paul tell the 
Philippian jailer he had to do to be 
saved?” will give the quiz master a good 
opportunity to present the simple plan of 
salvation. 

Invitation to accept Christ as Saviour 
should be given wisely and under the 
direction of the Holy Spirit. In the after- 
noons, groups of interested children and 
young people can be taken aside and 
seated for instruction in the plan of sal- 
vation. If each is given a Gospel of John 
and guided in underlining various verses, 
it will give him a clearer understanding 
of what it means to be “born again.” 

Truly, fair evangelism is thrilling work. 
And like the Brubakers, you too will feel 
it is worth while when you receive the 
blessing of hearing someone say, “I found 
Christ at the fair!” END

and he is “not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance” (II Pet. 3:9). Where the 
Christian member of the family faces the 
situation purposefully and intelligently, 
as well as prayerfully, the probability 
of eventual unity in the home are greatly 
enhanced. 


+ OrreN the Christian member of a 
marriage partnership fails to deal with 
a divided home situation because he— 
or she—does not see the problem clearly. 

A divided home is always the out- 
growth of the basic fact that a Christian 
is a supernaturally re-created person. 
The man or woman who travels the Bible 
road to conversion—and there is no other 
—becomes aware of his own lost condi- 
tion and then of the provision God made 
in giving His Son on the cross. He takes 
God at His word and receives Christ as 
Saviour. The moment he takes this step, 
he becomes a different person (I Cor. 
§:17). 

The inward change is immediate. The 
outward evidence may appear more 
slowly. But wherever Christ has been re- 
ceived by faith, the recipient emerges 
with new standards, new interests, a lik- 
ing for new friends, a pull toward a 
different way of life. He crosses over into 
a whole new land of living, a land into 
which the unbelieving mate cannot come 
until he places his faith in Christ and 
is made a new creature. 

The implications of this fact are tre- 
mendous. If one marriage partner is con- 
verted without the other, the unbeliever 
will be confronted by a change in his 
mate which he can only dimly under- 
stand. He may feel confused alone. He 
will be puzzled by the believer’s change of 
interests and convictions. As time goes by 
the surprise may diminish but the resent- 
ment may increase. 

Realizing the fact of your new nature 
should lead you to two conclusions. First, 
if you are married to an unbeliever, he 
deserves your patience, love and under- 
standing. Like Mrs. Collins you will no 
doubt come to the place of realizing that 
this can only come from God. 

Secondly, since the division in your 
home is the inevitable result of your new 
nature as a Christian, there is no solution 
to your problem short of leading your 
mate to the Lord Jesus Christ. You can- 
not hope to find a solution by argument 
or persuasion or compromise. Only a work 
of God in the life of your loved one 
comparable to the work He has already 
done in your own life will bring the end 
you desire. 


+ Keepinc this principle in mind will 
make a world of difference in your ap- 
proach. People are not argued or nagged 
into conversion. The Holy Spirit must 
produce conviction through the Word of 
God. Winning that unsaved loved one 
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[Continued from page 17] 


will be possible only as Christ lives and 
loves through you. You will need humil- 
ity, self-restraint, courage and straight- 
forwardness—not to mention wisdom and 
leading—and much, much prayer. 

“But,” you may say, “how can I expect 
God to step in and save my wife or hus- 
band when I married in disobedience to 
His command not to be unequally yoked 
with an unbeliever?” 

I do not for a moment wish to minimize 
the seriousness of such disobedience. 
What I have just said only emphasizes 
the utter folly of hoping for what is com- 
monly called compatibility between a 
man or woman who has been born again 
and a mate who has never experienced 
regeneration. 

But we have a God who forgives. “If 
we confess -our sins,” we are told in I 
John 1:9, “he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” If you have 
brought your sin of disobedience to Him 
for forgiveness, do not believe that God 
will withhold His grace from your loved 
one because of what is past and under 
the blood of Christ. He does not forgive 
that way. 


+ FINALLY, it may be helpful to think in 
passing of those who are for you and 
those who are against you. Satan, of 
course, is your great adversary. He will 
use your mate, your family perhaps, or 
neighbors—even the circumstances of 
daily life. He will give you no quarter, 
miss no opportunities. 

Most serious, he will try to use your 
old Adam nature. No enemies will be 
more deadly in your fight to win your 
mate than your old self—your own quick 
temper, your selfishness, your tendency to 
self-pity or discouragement. 

Against all these, however, is God Him- 
self. He is your moment by moment 
source of strength and wisdom. He will 
answer prayer. By means of many voices 
and through many circumstances He will 
be seeking that unsaved loved one. 

It may take years. Saved parent and 
children alike may have to pay a price 
that seems high. Time may have to be 
spent in prayer that had been budgeted 


for other things, but God would not have | 


one to perish. 
God is no respector of persons. Through 


your co-operation with Him, He is able | 


to bring your unbelieving loved one into 
the only place of peace and safety— 
Christ!

Hebrews 2:9-13; 4:14-16, 5:7-9 
MEMORY SELECTION: Being made 
perfect, he became the author of eternal 
salvation unto all them that obey him. 
—Hebrews 5:9. 


Our lesson in the book of Hebrews last 
week presented Jesus as the Son of God. 
Today we see him as the Saviour of men. 
This great book of the New Testament 
presents our Lord as the fulfillment of 


| all the types and symbols of the Old 


Testament, the One who makes personal 
and effective in our lives the plan of 
salvation as we are willing to accept Him 
and live for Him. 

It is a meaningful and faith-stirring 
picture which comes before us as once 
more we face the fact that 


I. Jesus Died for Us (2:9) 

We needed more than a living Example 
—beautiful and helpful as that is. We 
needed a dying Saviour. There was no 
one else who could “pay the price of sin” 
and set us free. Thanks be to God for 
our dying Saviour and living Lord. He 
left His place in glory to be “made a 
little lower than the angels for the suf- 
fering of death.” 

Preaching Christ as an example is not 
' enough. We (and note that it says “every 
man”) must find redemption in Him. We 
must know that 

II. Jesus Suffered for Us (v. 10) 

Here (and in Heb. 5:7-9, see below) we 
have brought before us so tenderly and 
| graphically that He was a suffering Mes- 
siah. This puzzled the Jews who awaited 
a reigning Messiah. But it is infinitely 
precious to each one of us to learn of 
His deep suffering for us. It was no small

| not ashamed to call us “brethren.” How 


wonderful and how blessed this is! When 
we think of our weakness and of the sin 
which so easily besets us we might well 
fear to claim Him as a Brother, but He 
cares for that.

Doesn’t that fact stir within us the 
eager determination to live so as to 
properly represent Him in this disordered 
and evil world? But there is more—for

IV. Jesus Provides for Us (4:14-16) 


Let us be clear at once that there is 
far more here than the provision for our 
daily needs of sustenance. Here we have 
the glorious truth that this wonderful 
Saviour of ours has provided for our 

Lesson subjects and Scripture texts selected and 
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spiritual needs, a far greater thing. 

He, having tasted all the “feeling of 
our infirmities” (v. 15) and having been 
“in all points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin,” has made it possible for us, 
by faith in Him, to “hold fast our pro- 
fession,” because we may “come boldly to 
the throne of grace that we may obtain 
mercy and find grace to help in time of 
need” (v. 16). 

What heart-warming assurance this 
gives to each of us as we face the ten- 
sions, the temptations, the trials of daily 
life. He cares for us, and we may with 
holy boldness count on His mercy and 
grace. This is 


V. Jesus, the Author of Our Salvation 
(5:7-9) 

“Strong crying and tears” speak of the 
overwhelming burden of sin which He 
took upon Himself when “He... became 
sin for us.” 

It is important to observe and stress 
that He became our Saviour through 
obedience to the will of God. He said of 
Himself, “Lo, I come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me) to do thy 
will, O God” (Heb. 10:9). He knew that 
God’s will is good and acceptable and 
perfect (Rom. 12:2). 

He was “made perfect” in the sense of 
full and glorifying completion of God's 
will. His death on the cross was the final 
and effective act whereby we are re- 
deemed. There He stands in all His 
magnificent glory, “the author of eternal 
salvation unto all them that obey him” 
(v. 9). 

Have you obeyed Him and taken Him 
as your Saviour? Teacher, have the mem- 
bers of your class made a definite de- 
cision for Christ?

1. A Belief in God and Glorious Vic- 
tory (11:32-38) 

The world all too often measures men 
by their success in accumulating money 
or attaining to high position. God looks 
at the heart, and sees the mighty man or 
woman as the one who has a living faith 
in God. 

The giants of the world die and are 
soon forgotten, but the heroes of faith 
bring out these all powerful forces which 
operate behind the outward scene and 
produce a result which lasts for time and 
eternity. 

Men and women of our day need to 
get their eyes off the outward things 
which perish and consider the things 
which are eternally abiding. 

When we come to the verses assigned 
for our lesson we are at the end of the 
imposing and inspiring catalogue of the 
heroes of faith. Let the magnificent 
tempo of these lives stir our souls today. 

Think of these—both men and women 
—who turned the world upside down for 
God, who bore unbelievable trial and 
persecution, who stood for God against 
any and all the forces a wicked world 
could marshal against them! 

Indeed, the “world was not worthy” of 
such noble characters. And let us not 
forget, they were ordinary men and wom- 
en like you and me, but filled with the 
power and grace of God. 

We also belong to that company, for 
God has provided for us 


Il. A Better Thing and a Glorious 
Fellowship (11:39, 40) 

As we read of the men and women who 
lived such outstanding lives for God, we 
can hardly conceive of any better thing 
—until we recall that all these inspiring 
and faithful believers lived before Christ 
had come and before the Holy Spirit had 
become the believer’s abiding Companion 
and indwelling Guide. 

We do, indeed, stand in better ground 
than these named in Hebrews 11, and so 
we ought to be even better and stronger 
for God. Heroic faith is not just a quality 
to be admired in these men and women 
—but to be translated into daily living 
in our homes, offices, schools, churches 
and communities. 

How we should rejoice and renew our 
devotion to Christ as we realize that ours 
is the glorious fellowship of all those who 
have gone before us—yes, and of all those 
who today are written down in God’s 
book of remembrance as men and women 
of faith. 

Much concern and effort are devoted 
to being “taken into the membership” of 
certain organizations and groups which 
are devoted to works of charity or re- 
nown in this world. But as Christians 
who have by our very new birth into the 
family of God entered into the greatest 
and most glorious of all fellowships, we 
must be careful to exhibit the qualities 
and exercise the prerogatives of those 
who “belong.” 

How shall we do it? The writer of 
Hebrews tells us that there is 
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Ill. A Race to Run and a Glorious 
Goal (12:1, 2) 

We live in the presence of all of these 
witnesses, the list running back to the 
very beginning and including also all 
those who look on today as we run our 
race for Christ. Their interest encourages 
us, their prayers strengthen us, their 
example spurs us on. 

To run in a race a man must not be 
encumbered even by the legitimate im- 
pedimenta of this world. He must reso- 
lutely lay it aside. The sin which so easily 
besets us is like a clinging vine which we 
must tear loose and by the grace of God 
cast aside. 

Then, devoting ourselves fully to the 
matter of running for Christ, we look 
down toward the goal where He stands— 
He who despised the shame and rejoiced 
even in the cruel cross that He might do 
the will of God. 

Look to Him today and you will count 
it joy to “lay aside every weight and the 
sin which doth so easily beset.’”” Then run 
a good race for Him and for His glory!

MEMORY SELECTION: Wherefore gird 
up the loins of your mind, be sober, and 
hope to the end for the grace that is to 
be brought unto you at the revelation of 
Jesus Christ.—I Peter 1:13 


How does a Christian live in a world 
which does not seek the glory of God, 
and even sets itself in opposition to Him? 
The Christians Peter wrote to were living 
in a period when undisciplined lust and 
self indulgence was the accepted thing. 
We live in a day when, over a long his- 
tory, Christian civilization has set up 
standards of decency and order. But who, 
knowing what goes on even in so-called 
respectable circles today, will say that 
man has progressed very far in the mat- 
ter of right living? 

The lesson for today has been desig- 
nated as a temperance lesson, and we 
should take a good honest look at the 
condition which faces our people both 
young and old because of the widespread 
acceptance of alcoholic liquors. If we do 
we shall be shocked beyond measure. 

And what about the standards of mo- 
rality? We still profess to have them but 
in practice they have been practically 
abandoned, except in the groups who 
stand true to God in this matter. 

Now let us go back to the question with 
which we opened our lesson. What char- 
acterizes a real Christian life today? Our 
lesson text tells us that 


I. It Seeks 
(vv. 1, 2) 

The believer cannot and will not be 
satisfied with the standards set up by the 
lust and selfishness of fleshly men, but 
will want to know what is the will of 
God for his life. He can know that by 
faith and walk in it day by day. 

We never tire of pointing out that 
God’s will for us is not something narrow 
and galling. It is “good and acceptable 
and perfect” (Rom. 12:1, 2), an altogether 
delightful way of life in which ail the 
potentialities and powers of mankind are 
set free. 

What is more, let us observe 
Christian living that 


and Follows God’s Will 


about 


II. It Is Not Afraid to Oppose Evil 
(vv. 3-6) 

The worldling intensely dislikes the re- 
flection on his own low standards which 
is constantly before him in the consistent 
and godly walk of a true believer. Hence, 
he will try to beat down such a testimony 
by temptation, by ridicule, or by “speak- 
ing evil” about it. 

Does this hinder the Christian in living 
for God? Not at all. Certainly he is hurt 
by the evil that men seek to inflict upon 
him, but he can wait until God judges it. 
You who do this evil thing to believers 
(if perchance you are reading these com- 
ments), look at verse 5 and tremble at 
the thought that God is your Judge. 

No Christian need hesitate to refuse 
alcoholic beverages, no matter how 
smoothly or attractively they are offered. 
He will be the victor in the battle even 
when ridicule is poured out, be sure of 
that. 

Next we face the question: Is Christian 
living only a narrow, cold, ungracious 
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manner of existence? Far from it! We 
note that 
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Ill. It Is Both Graceful and Spiritual 
(vy. 7-9) 

The Christian recognizes that the end 
of all things cannot be far away and is 
ready for that day. Conditions are such 
in our time that even the unbeliever 
can see the end approaching; but- he, 
being “without hope and without God in 
the world” (Eph. 2:12), is given over to 
frustration and fear. Which is the better 
way? 

Note the pleasant and attractive things 
which are said about the believer. He is 
sobcr and watchful. How appropriate that 
is in the midst of confusion! He prays. 
He loves his fellow man, seeking to cover 
his “multitude of sins” by winning them 
to Christ and getting them under the 
blood (James 5:20). He is hospitable. 
What a fine quality that is, and all too 
little practiced today! 

Here is a life then both spiritual and 
graceful, and kept that way because 


IV. It Recognizes 
God (vv. 10, 11) 

We are only stewards of all that God 
has placed in our heads and hearts and 
hands. We serve for God’s glory. We 
speak according to His Word. We seek 
the glory of God in everything we do, 
whether it be great or small, “that God 
in all things may be glorified through 
Jesus Christ to whom be praise and 
dominion forever and ever.” 

We join with Peter in a hearty “Amen” 
to this. Here indeed is life with a purpose, 
power, and God’s blessing. If you are not 
a Christian your heart should be hungry 
for this life with Christ. Why not come 
to Him by faith just now?

The Way of Christian 
Fellowship 


I John 1:1-10 


MEMORY SELECTION: If we walk in 
the light, as he is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another.—(I John 
1:7) 

The truth of God is always the target 
of attack by false teaching, error or 
unbelief. It was so in the early Church. 
The first epistle of John was written to 
combat the error of the Gnostics, who 
professed a high level of spirituality but 
separated it from actual life in a way 
which led to sinful indulgence, even in 
the midst of pious profession of sanctity. 

Similar philosophies today are seeking 
to undercut the Christian way of life and 
present some plausible but untrue sub- 
stitute. We need clear thinking on this 
matter of Christian fellowship and it 
may be found in the lesson before us. It 
is presented as an 


1. Eternal Fellowship (vv. 1-4) 


Any teaching speaking of fellowship 
with God which does not issue in a 
genuine fellowship with other believers 
and in a desire to lead unbelievers into 
that fellowship is not true to Scripture. 

Real Christian fellowship is a triune 
experience. It associates. God and others 
and me. Obviously my fellowship with 
other believers can only be as real and 
as true as my fellowship with God. 
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Therefore, John makes very clear that 
Jesus came to earth to become flesh and 
dwell among us, and to work out God’s 
glorious and eternal way of salvation. 

John could speak with authority, for 
he personally knew and fellowshiped with 
our Lord. 

To make it clear, he tells us that he 
had seen and heard and touched the 
Son of God in His human body. This is 
the word of an eyewitness, and a highly | 
qualified one. 

Our fellowship then is eternal, made 
possible because the Eternal One came 
down to reach sinful and hopeless man 
with God’s promised redemption. So we 
have fellowship with the Father and with 
His Son in the power and grace of the 
Holy Spirit, and thus are made ready for 
fellowship with one another. 

Sadly enough, there are always those 
who wish to be known as God’s people, 
but who are not willing to pay the price 
of real fellowship. So they present a 

II. False Fellowship (vv. 5, 6) 

“God is light and in Him is no dark- 
ness at all.” He is holy and as His chil- 
dren we are also to be holy. 
that possible for us in Christ. Hence, it 
is obviously and immediately clear that 
those who live and walk in darkness— 
that is, in sin, disobedience and unbelief 
—are the world’s most flagrant liars when 
they talk about fellowship with God. 

This is the point at which hypocrites 


should look squarely at the Word which | 
“lie and do not the | 


declares that they 
truth.” For them it is time for repentance 
and a calling out to God for His mercy. 

Against that dark background we turn 
eagerly to the picture of 


III. True Fellowship (v. 7) 

Walking in the light’—what a de- 
lightful epitome of all that true fellow- 
ship means! Note that the light in which 
we are to walk is not the failing light of 
human philosophies, but the clear, clean 


light in which our Lord walked and does | 


walk. 

It magnifies and glorifies the walk of 
the Christian to place it in the very 
center of the eternal light in which our 
Lord stands. 

But, we ask, how can any human being 
possibly maintain that kind of a fellow- 
ship and live up to that standard? He 
cannot do it in his own strength. He 
knows his weakness and fears, and the 
possibility of sin. What then? “The blood 
of Jesus Christ cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Thus is maintained a 


IV. Continual Fellowship (vv. 8-10) 

Denying sin is deceiving one’s self and 
telling falsehood. Why do men and wom- 
en do it? To rationalize away the sinful- 
ness of sin? Regardless of superficial 
reasons, there is but one answer to the 
sin problem, and that is the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 

John is speaking here to Christians, 
and making it clear that just as they had 
to have the cleansing of Christ to enter 
into the Christian life they must con-

God has thus made provision for the 
unbroken continuation of the fellowship 
which is ours by faith in Christ.

THE VIRGIN MARY, by Giovanni Miegge, translated by Waldo Smith. 
The Westminster Press, Philadelphia. 196 pages, $3.50

phage Miegge has produced an excellent scriptural, historical, and theological 
study of the origins and development of the Roman Catholic trend toward mak- 
ing Mary rather than Christ the focus of faith, love, and worship; indeed the main 
religious symbol of Catholicism. In contrast, the author points out that Protestants 
can honor Mary only as the human mother of Christ and insists that Christ’s 
humanity is enough to relate Him to us without the need of a perfect human Mary 
by His side in heaven. 

The growth of emphasis on Mary is based upon the primary principle of the 
divine maternity of Mary and four secondary principles—her singularity, perfections, 
privileges, and similarities to Christ (pp. 21, 22). They are studied in the light of 
the Biblical, historical, and theological sources to show what the Roman church 
has made of them and how Protestants should interpret the sources. 

The author points out that the Gospels give no warrant for the prominence given 
to Mary because in them she is only the witness and instrument of tue incarnation. 
There is no Biblical foundation for the conception of Mary’s eterna’ virginity; this 
idea is based upon apocryphal literature and the ascetic ideal of fourth century 
monasticism. The Christological disputes over whether Mary was the mother of 
God or only of Christ in the ecumenical Council of Ephesus in a.p. 431, he thinks, 
provided the theological basis for the glorification of Mary. The “great mother” of 
the mystery cults of the Roman Empire seems to have been the basis for the con- 
ception of Mary as the Queen of Heaven. The Assumption, stated as dogma by 
Pius XII in 1950, owes much to the legends in Pseudo-Melito and Pseudo-John. 
The church solved the problem of original sin in Mary by the proclamation in 1854 
by Pius IX of the dogma of Mary’s Immaculate Conception. Since the end of the 
Council of Trent in 1563, the church has developed the ideas of Mary’s compas- 
sionate motherhood as intercessor for men with her Son. This will lead, the writer 
thinks, to the concept and, later, to the dogma of the co-redemptress by which 
Mary is thought to have a passive subjective role in Christ’s redemptive work. 

Those who seek to understand the origins and growth of the cult of Mary will 
find much help in reading this scholarly, objective, and balanced treatment. This 
reviewer observed only one misprint (p. 129). Protestants are indebted to this 
professor of Church History of the Waldensian Faculty of Theology in Rome and 
to the translator, Waldo Smith, professor of Church History in Queen’s Theological 
College in Ontario, Canada. This book should be on the shelf of every ‘serious 


student of church history. 





CHILDCRAFT. Field Enterprises, Inc., 
Merchandise Mart Plaza, Chicago 54, 
Ill. 15 volumes averaging 300 pages 
each, $79.50. 


This is a beautifully prepared and fasci- 
natingly written set of books, both for and 
about children, from birth to the end of 
the grade school period. The first eleven 
volumes are for the children themselves. 
These books have simple nursery poems 
and stories for little tots, stories about ani- 
mals, children in various lands, great men 
and women of the past for the school age 
youngster. Then there are volumes that ex- 
plore the world of nature, of science, of in- 
dustry, of art and of music. There are 
copious illustrations, many in full color, 
which make these subjects crystal clear and 
tremendously interesting. 

The last four books in the set are for 
parents and deal with a wide variety of 
subjects all having to do with the care and 
training of children. The articles are all 
brief in nature and written by various 
authorities on child psychology. Though 
there are naturally certain points on which 
opinions will differ, as a whole the ap- 
proach is clear, sane, and practical, 

Childcraft is not of course intended to 
be a religious work. However, the impor- 
tance of religious faith is every now and 
then emphasized in the articles for parents, 
and the entire work has a good moral tone. 
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One of the children’s volumes contains a 
number of stories about great Bible char- 
acters, all of which give an objective treat- 
ment which should not offend anyone. Con- 
sidering the purpose of the whole set of 
books, they are remarkably free from fea- 
tures which conservative Christians might 
find objectionable. In a very few places, 
certain types of entertainment which some 
Christians consider worldly are slightly 
touched upon.

THE MYSTICISM OF PAUL THE APOS- 
TLE, by Albert Schweitzer. The Mac- 
oy Company, New York. 411 pages, 
$5.00. 


The famous missionary who wrote this 
book has a doctor’s degree in each of the 
three realms of theology, medicine and 
philosophy, and is a man of great learning 
and ability. The work, originally written in 
— was translated into English about 

The main purposes of the book seem to 
be: (1) to show that the mysticism discern- 
ible in Paul’s theology was derived from 
Jewish eschatology and not from Hellenistic 
concepts and ways of thinking; and (2) to 
show what is the essence of that mysticism. 

The author’s thesis concerning Paul is 
that “in his eschatological mysticism of the 
Being- in-Christ he gave it a form in which 
it could be Hellenized.” Or, as he puts it in 


another place, Paul provides the “cleansing 
filter through which the waters of the 
Christian faith which have been muddied 
by Hellenism pass.” This would seem to be 
somewhat irreconcilable with the previous 
statement. 

Schweitzer discusses at length the rela- 
tionships between mysticism, on the one 
hand, and on the other such doctrines as 
those associated with eschatology, dying 
and rising again with Christ, suffering, the 
Law, righteousness by faith, the sacra- 
ments, and ethics. There is much of the 
philosophical in his treatment of the 
various themes he discusses, and many will 
find his logic often unconvincing. 

The author’s attitude toward the Scrip- 
tures, and toward Jesus and Paul, is most 
unsatisfactory to the conservative Chris- 
tian. A few examples will make this clear. 

Paul’s sermon in Athens is ascribed to 
Luke as the probable author. Water bap- 
tism, in primitive Christianity, he says, is 
a guarantee of the forgiveness of sins; and 
baptism and the Lord’s Supper effect an 
initiation of the believer, entitling him “to 
participate in the glories of the Messianic 
Kingdom.” A number of Paul's epistles are 
supposed not genuine, including II Thes- 
salonians, the Pastorals, and _ possibly 
Ephesians and Colossians. Daniel was 
written in the second century B. C., and 
Isaiah is a composite work. 

Further, according to this work, Paul 
claimed the Law was given by the Angel- 
Powers to make Israel subservient to them- 
selves rather than subject to God, and by 
such teaching Paul prepared the way to 
agnosticism. “Jesus’ attitude to the Law is 
not consistent,” the writer declares. He adds 
that Jesus and Paul are at variance regard- 
ing eschatology. Jesus learns during His 
public ministry that He alone must suffer 
and die, “The ‘miracle of the loaves and 
fishes’ was in reality the first Eucharist,” 
and “The bread and wine, for Paul, in no 
way are, or signify, the body and blood of 
Christ.” 

The chief value of the book lies, perhaps, 
in the fact that it shows to what exent a 
brilliant man, one who professes to be a 
Christian and a servant of God, can stray 
from the historic Christian faith in the in- 
spired Scriptures and the complete trust- 
worthiness of the Lord Jesus Christ and the 
apostle Paul as teachers of divine war.

Of the seven chapters in this volume, the 
first is a “how to” chapter covering five 
pages and containing hints on preparing a 
talk or leading a discussion. After this very 
brief and quite helpful introduction the 
author settles down into his main objective, 
that of giving a colle¢tion of “quotable 
quotes.”

A BASIC HISTORY OF LUTHERANISM 
iN AMERICA, by A. R. Wentz. Muhlen- 
berg Press, Philadelphia. 430 pages, $5.00. 

Dr. Wentz comes to the task of writing 
this work as no novice. It is his tenth book 
on the general subject of Lutheranism. 

Though objective in approach, the author 
has injected an evangelical tone at a 
number of points. For instance, the triumph 
of conservatism is noted in the struggle of 
the church with eighteenth century ra- 
tionalism and general Lutheran opposition 
to the social gospel. The question of the- 
ology, however, is not a subject of discus- 
sion in this work; it seeks rather to portray 
the development of the Lutheran Church 
as an organization and a factor in Amer- 
ican life. The treatment is divided into six 
sections following six stages of American | 
history: the colonial period, the birth of | 
the nation, the youth of the republic, the 
period of internal discord, the rise of 
big business, and internationalism. 

This is a refreshing treatment of church 
history. The reader is not bored with 
tedious reporting of detail. The historical, 
social, economic, and political context of the | 
church are constantly noted. Influences | 
brought to bear on the church and in- | 
fluences which the church has brought to 
bear on society are described in such a way 
that one comes to see that the story of the 
Lutheran Church is the story of the de- 
velopment of America herself. This is no 
provincial treatment of a particular de- 
nomination; even a reader only remotely 
interested in Lutheranism will gain a better | 
understanding of American history and the | 
development of American ideas and ideals | 
through its pages. H.F.V. |

There are seven concise chapters ade- 
quately covering seven indispensable as- 
pects of missions—missions as related to 
God. Although some of the material has 
the stamp of a former day on it, most of 
what is written is as applicable today as 
fifty years ago. What Dr. Pierson says 
about “God’s Men and Women” in the first 
chapter needs to be learned by all true 
Christians today. e author’s emphasis 
is on the fact that God's children have been 
commanded to be witnesses unto Christ 
and that Christ should be preached. 

As we proceed through the book we can- 
not help but catch some of the writer's 
intense enthusiasm for evangelism on a 
world-wide basis. He regrets the fact that 
pastors must be taken up with unwarrant- 
ed attention to Christians who need so 
much support when they ought to be help- 
ing the pastor m evangelism. “God’s Goal 
in Missions” is described as “The evan- 
gelization of the world . . . the outgathering 
of an elect Church .. . to the Jew first and 
then to the Gentile . . . the whole Church 
witnessing to the whole world .. . a divi- 
sion of the field and a distribution of the 
force . . . service rendered to the existing 
generation . . . power which is essentially 
superhuman and supernatural.” The ex- 
planation of this plan of God is an inspir- 
ing message. 

When we read the remaining chapters on 
“God’s Method of Missionary Work,” 
“Godly Motives,” “God’s Power in Mis- 
sions,” “God’s Confirmations,” and finally 
“God's Call Today,” we have received from 
the Lord a needed stimulus to go forward 
as never before, preaching the gospel 
everywhere, supporting in every way pos- 
sible each individual or agency in train- 
ing and sending witnesses for Christ.

Books Are Their Ministry 


|’ Pat and Bernie Zondervan had liked 
the farm just a little better, if they 
had been less aware of business oppor- 
tunities, or if Grand Rapids, Mich., had 
been a little less kind to the two young, 
eager-to-please brothers when they held 
their first depression-time book sale 
twenty-five years ago, Christian readers 
today might have been without one of the 
publishers to whom they look for evan- 
gelical books today. 


These facts, little known by most and 
largely forgotten by the few, were 
brought to mind recently as represent- 
atives of the press gathered in Grand 
Rapids to congratulate P. J. and B. D. 
Zondervan on the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the Zondervan Publishing House. 


Against the setting provided by spa- 
cious, thickly carpeted offices and Chris- 
tian cordiality, the Zondervan brothers 
recalled the beginning of their joint busi- 
ness venture in a book-filled bedroom on 
their parents’ farm in 1931; the depres- 
sion-time sale which followed after their 
stock of books overflowed the farm house, 
and their subsequent decision to continue 
in business in Grand Rapids. 


From a humble beginning—their first 
second-hand printing equipment was set 
up in the back of a coal office—the busi- 
hess grew steadily. Repeated moves were 
necessary until the Zondervan printing 
plant, offices and stockrooms now occupy 
the larger part of a large, modern five- 
Story building. 
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More important, by the close of 1955 
they had published nearly 1600 new books 
or reprints including well-known titles 
such as Until the Daybreak by Sallie Lee 
Bell and Never a Dull Moment by Eu- 
genia Price, as well as heavier works such 
as Simeon’s Expository Outlines on the 
Whole Bible and M. R. DeHaan’s The 
Tabernacle. (One of the trends noted by 
the Zondervans is an increase in interest 
in the heavier theological books and in 
books for children.) 

Even more impressive than their three 
floors of plant, offices and stockrooms or 
their Christian staff (now numbering 
some 123 persons) is the Zondervans’ 
sense of ministry. Asked by a visitor why 
they did not publish at least “a few” 
works by liberal writers, one of the 
brothers replied: “We feel we have as 
much a ministry in getting out literature 


as the preacher in the pulpit. Our pur- | 


pose is to publish books that change lives. 
It’s not how much we publish but what 
we publish that counts.” 

Meanwhile plans have been announced 
for the further observance of the Zonder- 
van anniversary. October 1 to 6 has been 
designated as anniversary week at which 
time the publishing house will announce 
its award to the “author of the quarter 
century.” At the same time announce- 
ment will be made of the “publishing 
project of the quarter century” which, 
together with the publication 6f the New 
Berkeley version of the Bible will be a 
special anniversary task for 1957.

monitor near the camera. Both lenses are 
permanently focused and the camera 
controls need no adjustment. Recent de- 
velopments include a mechanism for 
Switching from one lens to another by 
remote control.

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a third in an adjacent classroom. All

with the picture being transmitted to 
them on one of the channels not used for 
telecasts in the Lexington area.

+ WHILE it is too soon to predict the de- 
gree of acceptance which services relayed 
by closed circuit TV will find among 
churchgoers, interesting facts are avail- 
able concerning the ability of the TV 
camera to convey spiritual impact. 
Following the Billy Graham campaign 
in Toronto last year a statement to the 





religious press declared that the Graham | 
team had been “tremendously impressed 
with the results from the television over- | 


flow.” The same statement added that 


the team expected to use TV in US. | 


campaigns “when limited facilities make 
it necessary.” 

Behind these statements were at least 
two important facts. One was that in 


both Glasgow and Toronto acceptance | 


of TV overflow services seemed to build 
up as people became accustomed to them. 
Indeed some of those attending expressed 
definite preference for the TV-served 
overflow rooms, presumably with the 
thought that they could follow the serv- 
ice better by TV than by sitting in the 
main auditorium at a considerable dis- 
tance from the platform. 





A second very significant fact was that | 


statistics at both meetings proved the 
percentage of response to the evangelist’s 
invitations was noticably higher in the 
halls served by TV than in the main 
auditoriums. Two reasons have been ad- 
vanced for this: 
TV cameras for the most part presented 
the service without picking up the vari- 
ous distractions which inevitably arise in 
a very large meeting place; and second, 
that the TV presentation of the speaker

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was speaking to them in a particularly 
personal way. 

“When you listen to a public address 
system, your attention wanders,” one in- 
terested observer of closed-circuit TV 
points out. “But there’s something about 
an image on a TV screen that demands 
your attention—just as it seems to do in 
your living room. A closed TV relay also 
brings the speaker much closer; every 
facial expression and gesture is caught 
so that a really good speaker has a better 
chance to catch and hold your interest.” 

All this simply means that the closed 
circuit TV screen is apparently quite suc- 
cessful in doing what it has so far been 
used to do—that is, serve overflow audi- 
ences at very large special meetings 
where no single auditorium is large 
enough to accommodate the crowd, or 
serve smaller overflow audiences in 
churches which have an immediate need 
for more auditorium space but are not 
yet in a position to build. Thus a church 
with an overflow crowd may, by means of 
a relatively small investment, take the 
pressure off for a year or two while it 
whittles down a debt or makes more 
careful plans for the church it eventually 
hopes to build. 

To the church which is thinking of 
looking into the matter of closed circuit 
TV it should be pointed out that a variety 
of equipment is available. Much of it, 
however, is adapted more to the needs 
of industry or for use with large scale 
meetings such as the Graham crusades. 
Most industrial systems use a camera 
plus a separate control unit, which of 
course makes the cost run higher. One 
manufacturer by developing the simpli- 
fied system already described has been 
able to bring the cost of an installation 
down to about $1,500. 


+ THE number of variations possible with 
closed circuit TV are almost limitless. 
At the Moody Bible Institute’s Founder’s 
Week last spring two cameras were used. 
One camera was placed on a standard 
directly in front of the pulpit. The other 
was mounted on a balcony at the rear

of the auditorium to provide an overall 
view of the platform. A flick of a 
switch by the operator in a basement 
control room changed the image on the 
screen from the overall view to a closeup. 

To assure a good picture, the Found- 
er’s Week installation provided for two 
overhead spotlights plus one 15-watt 
fluorescent tube on each side of the 
pulpit. These tubes were placed so as 
to fill out illumination on the lower part 
of the speakers’ faces where shadows 
normally appear. The fluorescent tubes 
were, of course, shaded from the audi- 
ence. 

Eight receivers were used. One large 
projection screen and four home-type 
receivers were placed in an overflow 
auditorium in the basement. Another 
receiver was placed in a special room 
reserved for those making tape record- 
ings of the sessions. This permitted the 
tape recorders to be operated without 
disturbing those in the main auditorium. 
The TV receiver also made it possible 
for those recording to follow platform 
activities closely and to benefit from the 
services in a personal way. 


Still another interesting application at 
this same conference was the use of a 
small receiver which was installed with- 
out sound in the lobby. This arrangement 
made it possible for ushers and late- 
comers to see what was taking place in 
the auditorium without opening the doors 
to look in and therefore to enter at 
appropriate times. 

Such variations suggest something of 
the flexibility and usefulness of closed 
circuit TV. Within a decade a whole new 
horizon of applications to gospel work 
may be in view. 

But for now one fact stands out. Those 
who face the problems of reaching over- 
flow congregations have a new and very 
useful helper—one which not only ease 
the immediate pressures of overcrowding, 
but which can, with real effectiveness, 
transmit the gospel message to hungry 
hearts. EnpD

Resist him in oppression. Resist him 
in obsession. “Submit yourselves .. . to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will flee 
from you” (Jas. 4:7). 

The scriptures I have cited show very 
clearly that it is not enough to give a 
mere mental assent to spiritual warfare. 
Soldiers with only an academic under- 
standing of war will never win a battle. 
They must fight. God wants practical 
soldiers who are willing to “fight the good 
fight of faith” (I Tim. 6:12), “doers of 
the word, and not hearers only” (Jas. 
1:22). 

Some people are merely sponges for 
satanic suggestions. They absorb all the 
attacks of the enemy with a fatalistic 
view that it all must be “God's will” for 
them. Not so. We are called to an aggres- 
sive warfare. Wooden, candy, or toy sol- 
diers disturb the enemy not at all. Only 
those with vigorous spiritual life and 
health can call his bluff, set up the 
standard, and put him and his legions 
to flight. 


+ AND besides all these things the child 
of God must be discerning. The Holy 
Spirit is a faithful, competent Guide. 
He is eager to help. None needs to be 
in the dark as to whether Satan is 
attacking in any way. The Holy Spirit 
will surely give discernment to honest, 
seeking hearts. 

Whenever a situation arises which has 
definite earmarks of an attack by the 
demonic powers, simply “submit yourself 
to God.” This includes a yielded spirit, 
heart searching, and confession of sin. 
You cannot meet the enemy head-on 
with any element of compromise, self, 
or sin in your heart. Just make sure 
there is nothing between yourself and 
the Saviour. After you have submitted 
yourself, then resist. In your resisting, 
be definite, as Jesus was. A true spiritual 
warrior will know when Satan and his 
demons are near and, unafraid, speak to 
them. It might be something after this 
fashion: 

“Satan, demons, wicked spirits, I come 
against you in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. With the authority vested 
in me through His victory on the cross 
I nullify your effectiveness in this situa- 
tion. You have no power over me. I 
reckon on your defeat at Calvary. I com- 
mand you to flee.” 

And they will fiee. Resisting like that 
makes them afraid. 

Why then be buffeted, harassed, op- 
pressed, or controlled by the devil and 
his minions in any way when you do not 
have to be? By a simple act of faith and 
an official pronouncement of the truth 
to Satan, the attack must cease and you 
are free. God always stands by His Word. 

Maybe the attack is against a loved 
one or a friend. Satan’s power can be 
nullified in their lives too by your taking 
a scriptural stand against the foe.

Another glorious fact is that Satan 
can be defeated even before he attacks. 
Do you have a particular ministry to 
perform? Is there an important decision 
to make? Are you planning a trip? You 
can make sure of God’s absolute will in 
everything by binding the forces of evil 
so they cannot enter. 

“Verily I say unto you,” Jesus said, 
“Whatsoever ye shall bind on earth shall 
be bound in heaven” (Matt. 18:18). 

This is a blessed thing—to know that 
God will stand behind those who are in 
His will. He says so. When Satan is 
bound out of a situation by one of God’s 
own all the powers of heaven are brought 
to bear to see that it is carried out. 

In any situation where God’s will is 
sought for and desired it is necessary to 
act as well as to believe. Start by appro- 
priating Calvary. Reach out through the 
centuries and by faith bring the cross 
right up to the present moment, the 
present situation. The blood of Christ has 
never lost its power. 

You may by faith take the position of 
the Israelites who applied the blood to 
their houses. When that prophetic symbol 
was seen by the angel of death he passed 
over. Likewise, when by faith the blood 
of the Lord Jesus is applied to any situa- 
tion, where the believer is concerned, 
Satan is bound. 

Therefore, you may tell him forth- 
rightly (indeed, recognizing his hand you 
have already won half the battle): 
“Satan, the same blood that overcame 
you on the cross is being applied to this 
situation [here you may name it], and 
you are defeated in any attempt you may

make to hinder God’s will from being 
done. I accept only God’s will in the 
matter.” 

When we bind on this basis, God also 
binds, and Satan is not permitted to 
enter. 

What about those situations which are 
already under Satanic domination? 
Thank God, there is a loosing ministry 
also: “...whatsoever ye shall loose on 
earth shall be loosed in heaven” (Matt. 
18:18). “And ought not this woman 
whom Satan hath bound, lo, these many 
years, be loosed from this bond... %” 
(Luke 13:16). 

Certainly there are many captives of 
Satan who can be set free. I believe that 
if Christians would avail themselves of 
all their potentialities in Christ the work 
of the Lord in the whole world would 
be revolutionized. And the binding and 
loosing of Satan is one example of how 
this power may be set free. 

There is no better formula than that 
suggested by our Lord Himself. When 
the Holy Spirit reveals the entrenchment 
of Satan into any life or situation, you 
may speak directly to the forces of hell 
with the simple command: “Loose him. 
Loose her. Loose that money you have 
bound up.” 

This does not call for a lecture to 
Satan, but rather a straightforward com- 
mand which is authorized by the King 
of Kings. All the powers of heaven will 
back you when it is done in the will of 
God and in the name of the Lord Jesus. 
It is my firm conviction that this kind of 
ministry is the only way an effective war- 
fare can be carried on against Satan and 
all his emissaries. 

“No man can enter into a strong man’s 
house, and spoil his goods, except he will 
first bind the strong man; and then he 
will spoil his house” (Mark 3:27). 

The “strong man” (according to the 
parallel passage in Luke 11:17-22) is 
Satan and the “stronger than he” is the 
omnipotent Christ Himself. For the be- 
liever it is the resurrected life of Christ, 
. .. the life which I now live .. . by the 
faith of the Son of God” (Gal. 2:20), that 
enables us to operate effectively against 
Satan. 

It is an incontrovertible fact that when 
other scriptural conditions are met Satan 
will flee when resisted. Of course he will 
return to resume activities when he can. 
That is why Paul admonishes, “... watch- 
ing thereunto with all perseverance” 
(Eph. 6:18). But he can be worn down, 
and his efforts paralyzed and rendered 
inoperative by a constant vigil, a walking 
circumspectly, and a ceaseless depend- 
ence on the covering, the shelter, and the 
protecting power of the precious blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Jesus is Victor! The battle is won! 
We can do nothing, for all has been 
done; 
Jesus is Victor! The foe from the dust

Emotions are 


AVE you been accused of “hamming” 
lately? And was it because you simply 
expressed an honest opinion on some- 

thing and it happened to be a bit on the 
emotional side? If so, you’re just another 
victim of a false philosophy that is popu- 
lar with some teen-agers. 

One reason I like teen-agers (there are 
other reasons) is that they say what 
they think—they’re not afraid to be 
honest, to be themselves. Now, I find this 
idea, to consider a fellow’s honest show 
of feelings as “hamming,” is spoiling 
some fine fellows and girls, and I don’t 
like it! 

The idea that it is childish and im- 
mature to let go and be yourself is not a 
new one. You'll find many adults acting 
that way. They’ll give you a cool, suave 
appraisal, offer you a “fish” handshake, 
and think they are being reserved and 
creating an impression of depth of char- 
acter. 

Actually, they are proving they’re just 
the opposite. Sincerity, warmth and 
honesty go with real character and the 
people who are so adept at covering up 
what they really feel are just putting on 
an act. In most cases, they have done it 
for sO many years they wouldn’t know 
how to be themselves if they tried! 

According to Webster, a “ham” is a 
stupid, ineffective actor. That definition 
fits an insincere smoothie more than it 
does the honest Joe who shows what he 
feels. Take a good look at this danger 
before it becomes part of you. 

First of all, remember there is nothing 
wrong with emotions. They are a part 
of us. And love, fear, anger, enthusiasm 
all have a good affect on us physically. 
Does that statement sound strange to 
you? Let me explain. 

Anger and fear start a physical mech- 
anism working that sends life-preserving 
adrenalin into the blood and cell-renew- 
ing glycogen to tired muscles to pep them 
up. Enthusiasm creates a healthy re- 
sponse and sharpens us mentally. Love 
(I’m talking about real love) not only 
does something great for us but it has 
a healthy effect on those around us. 

I’m afraid we read and hear so much 
about our emotions these days that 
we’re almost convinced that if we are 
emotional at all there is something wrong

with us. Just the contrary is true. Those 
who try to hide or suppress their 
emotions get into trouble. 

Now, don’t take what I’ve said as an 
excuse to go out and “tell off” everyone 
who has disagreed with you lately. Don't 
corner that rough guy at school and give 
him the punch in the nose you've always 
wanted to give him. You are to control 
your emotions without smothering them. 

You’ve come across those who air all 
their feelings and problems to such an 
extent that you’re bored stiff with their 
company. You know, too, that it is pos- 
sible to lose your temper and say and do 
things that are definitely wrong. That’s 
certainly not what I mean when I sug- 
gest that you “let go.” 

We can learn a lot by looking at some 
of the experiences Christ had when he 
lived on the earth. We read in John 11:35 
that He wept. Just why Jesus wept over 
Lazarus’ death we do not know. Some say 
He wept because He was bringing him 
back to earth. But the point is that He 
showed His emotions, He experienced 
genuine sorrow, and He was not ashamed 
of it. Yet, today that would be called 
“chicken” by some cynics. 

We find that. Jesus also showed anger. 
Matthew 21:12 and 13 records that He 
cast out those who bought and sold in 
the temple, and even dumped over the 
tables of the money changers. There are 
those today who would suggest. com- 
promise instead. 

On the other hand, there were occa- 
sions when Christ showed real wisdom 
in remaining quiet and controlling His 
emotions. The supreme example of this 
is when He was accused by the chief 
priests and elders before Pilate (Matt. 
27:12-14). But “he answered nothing,” 
“never a word.” 

So, what do we learn here? This: don’t 
be afraid of honest emotion, but be wise. 
Doctors tell us that it is the little emo- 
tions that make us ill—things like envy, 
jealousy, worry and resentment. Try re- 
placing them with the big ones like love, 
enthusiasm, hate—yes, there’s nothing 
wrong with hating sin, injustice, greed, 
etc. 

And when you feel emotions don’t be 
afraid to show them. Only the hams will 
say you’re hamming! END

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Time Is Flying — 


Don’t Kill It!

Time is a trust from God and no 


one knows how much he has left 


UMMERTIME and the livin’ is easy” be- 

comes the theme song of many of us 

as the balmy summer days roll 

around. And all too often we hide 
behind the age-old excuse for our lazi- 
ness, “It’s too hot.” 

Undeniably, hot weather does sap our 
energy and instill inertia in the most 
energetic of us. But it is also true that 
“half the work in the world is done by 
people who don’t feel like it.” 

The Scriptures are very strong in their 
emphasis on “redeeming the time” (Col. 
4:5; Eph. 5:15, 17). Just what does it 
mean to redeem the time? One com- 
mentator translates it as “buying up 
opportunities.” This is the same idea as 
expressed in Daniel 2:8: “gain the time.”’ 
In other words, time is a sacred trust 
from the Lord, so we should be diligent 
in our use of it. 

Paul tells us to “walk in wisdom ... 
redeeming the time.” This is to be wise 
in the way we spend our time, and the 
writer of Ecclesiastes gives us one of the 
sobering reasons for doing so: “Man 
knowth not his time” (Eccles. 9:11, 12). 

The fact of the matter is, none of us 
knows how much time he has left. There- 
fore, it behooves us to make certain that 
we are, as Kipling suggested, filling every 
minute of it with “sixty seconds distance 
run. 

Two tragic examples of the consequence 
of idleness are given in Scripture. One is 
the case of David recorded in II Samuel 
11:1. Instead of leading his people into 
battle, as had been his custom, David 
for some reason decided to let Joab do 
it while he himself “tarried still at Jeru- 
salem.” 

The chapters that follow give account 
of the blackest mark on David's record, 
and the awfulness of this sin is linked 
with his name throughout all the ensuing 
history of Israel. A sobering lesson of the 
consequences of idleness. 

Another glaring word concerning the 
folly of “killing time” is given us in 
Ezekiel 16:49: “Behold, this was the in- 
iquity of thy sister Sodom: pride, fullness 
of bread, and abundance of idleness was 
in her and in her daughters, neither did 
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The road called Tomorrow leads to the land of Never. 


she strengthen the hands of the poor and 
needy.” 

What was it that caused Sodom’s 
downfall? Idleness. Note this also, that 
in her indolence she failed to “strengthen 
the hands of the poor and needy’—a 
natural outgrowth of her idleness. 

The writer of Proverbs also has a great 
deal to say about the sluggard and the 
results of an attitude of laziness. See 
Proverbs 10:5; 18:8; 24:33, 34; 20:4. 

From these passages it becomes very 
apparent that there is no place for lazi- 
ness in the life of the believer. Paul, in 
dealing with the elements that comprise 
the “consecrated” life also insists there 
can be no laziness (Rom. 12:11). 

Look at the life of the Lord Jesus as 
it is set forth for us so clearly in the 
Gospels. Note that He was continually 
“about his Father’s business.” Surely He 
is our great Example in this matter as 
in all practices in the Christian life. The 
life that exalts Him is bound to be char- 
acterized by diligence—a redeeming of 
the time. 

At this point, one thing must be borne 
in mind. There is a difference between 
being “busy” and being “occupied for 
Him.” Paul speaks at the end of the 
ninth chapter of First Corinthians of 
“beating the air.” This is often very de- 
scriptive of our “busyness.” It is “beating 
the air.” “Sixty seconds distance run” 
means that we are not only using every 
minute—we are making the best use of 
it. 

All too often the sum total of our 
activity bears the awful stamp of the one 
mentioned in I Kings 20:40, who was en- 
trusted with the responsibility of guard- 
ing another, with the penalty of losing 
his own life should that man slip away. 
His sad lament was, “While thy servant 
was busy here and there, he was gone.” 

What a terrible verdict to have cast 
upon our lives—that while we were busy- 
ing ourselves here and there He was 
gone! Beware of the barrenness of a busy 
life.” Oh, that we might learn the balance 
between busyness and enjoying the bless- 
ing of His presence! 


But the question arises: how can I 


make this redeeming of the time prac- 
tical in my everyday living? Well, let’s 
start where your everyday living starts— 
at home. Have you ever stopped to ask 
yourself, “What can I contribute to make 
my home a better one?” Surely there are 
many things that can be done around 
the house to lighten the load for Mom 
and Dad. 

What about the vacation days? Do they 
find you pitching in to help out with the 
ceaseless round of chores that are neces- 
sary in the smooth operation of a home? 

How about a part-time job for those 
longer vacation periods to enhance the 
pin money supply, perhaps even to help 
out with expenses at home, or maybe to 
save for that special desire of your heart? 

Thomas Jefferson once observed: “No 
person will have occasion to complain of 
want of time who never loses any.” Are 
you constantly wishing for more time to 
get things done? Do you experience that 
everlasting conflict between caring for 
your responsibilities and finding time to 
enjoy life? 

How about trying a daily schedule, so 
that by budgeting those precious minutes 
you find time, not only for those things 
which Paul would call “your reasonable 
service” but also for those necessary times 
of rest and relaxation and of doing the 
things you really want to do? Yes, rest 
and relaxation are very needful in your 
life. Even the Lord Jesus in His busy life 
of ministering to others consistently took 
time out to go “apart and rest awhile” 
(Mark 6:31). 

So there must be a balance between 
filling every minute with profitable serv- 
ice and yet not wearing ourselves out by 
being too busy. For “redeeming the time” 
is not only making use of time; it is 
making the best use of it. 

Time is a sacred trust, a talent, given 
to us to invest for Him. It is a good thing 
to use that talent wisely.

PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS

agers, some still attending high school, 

will get their first look at one of the 

world’s mission fields when they ar- 
rive in Caracas, Venezuela, August 3, to 
participate in the Pan-American Con- 
gress of Youth Evangelism. 

The group of American young people, 
each accompanied by an adult sponsor 
and each paying his own way, will be 
only a tiny proportion of the estimated 
1,500 Latin American youth, pastors, lay- 
men and missionaries who will attend. 
The Congress is spearheaded by Youth 
for Christ, and is sponsored in Venezuela 
by a committee of outstanding evangel- 
ical leaders and missionary personnel. 

Youth for Christ’s leaders see a three- 
fold purpose in sending talented Amer- 
ican teens to the Congress. They want 
the Congress sessions to challenge the 
North Americans to return one day to 
South America or to some other mission 
field. And they are praying that the sharp 
Yankee teens will see more of eternal 
consequence than the oil-financed fan- 
tastic mountain highways and acres of 
modern apartments standing where, 
scant months before, slums reeked. 

Evangelism during Congress days will 
be carried on in simultaneous church 
campaigns and numerous outdoor meet- 
ings. In addition, following the Congress 
in Caracas, two weeks of intensive cam- 
paigns will be carried on in fifty different 
areas. 

By sending members of the winning 
Bible quiz team along with selected final- 
ists from the teen-age speaker, song- 
leader and music contests, YFC’s leaders 
hope to communicate to the Latin Amer- 
ican young people the enthusiasm for 
the Bible, high school Bible clubs, talent 
contests, campus witnessing, that the 
North Americans display. 

Just as participation of American teens 
in the Congress will be a new departure 
in foreign evangelism, the switch to a 
Congress geared primarily to youth is 
also an innovation. 

The policy changeover started last year 
at the annual YFC convention at Winona 
Lake, Indiana. The organization’s leader- 
ship was challenged to specialize in 
definite youth ministries, rather than a 
program of diversified Gospel activities. 

The Seventh World Congress, held last 
spring in Sao Paulo, Brazil, did much 
to demonstrate how ready South Amer- 
ican young people are for a chance to do 
something about reaching their own peo- 
ple. 

Almost all of the outstanding inter- 
preters in the Congress sessions, as well 
as the park and football stadium rallies, 
were young men and women of early 
college age. 

The first evangelical parade ever held 


ie: picked North American teen- 
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in South America saw 6,000 Congress 
delegates and people from Sao Paulo—the 
majority of them young people—march 
from a mid-city point to the football 
stadium rally, attended by 17,000. 

Publicity contact for all the Sao Paulo 
newspapers last year was a young man 
in his early twenties. 

A youth choir was recruited from all 
across the Brazilian metropolis to sing 
at the larger Congress functions. The 
choir and its youthful director have 
stayed together, and are still active in 
service for God. 

The Youth for Christ men charged with 
spreading the network of high school 
Bible clubs to include South America, 
were greatly encouraged in the task last 
year when they saw young men and 
women in Brazilian high schools accept 
the challenge to live for God right in 
their own schools. One club grew to fifty 
within a month of its opening meeting. 
Club leaders this year expect the pres- 
ence of American teens to do as much 
and more for this phase of the work in 
Venezuela. 

Highlight of thé Brazil Congress of ’55 
came as more than 100 young people in 
their teens and early twenties stood at 
the invitation of a beloved missionary 
who asked them to give their lives to 
God to reach their own people. 

One of those who stood that day in 
Sao Paulo was not assigned to a cam- 
paign team following the Congress be- 
cause he was unknown to anyone at Con- 
gress headquarters. 


A typical high school assembly in Rio Claro, 
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Instead, he went back to an area of 
Brazil where the gospel was hardly 
known. As he preached the gospel story 
dozens of his friends and relatives found 
Christ. 

Youth for Christ leaders might still be 
unaware of what happened in his life 
had it not been for a veteran missionary 
traveling through that area who found 
many new Christians who wanted to form 
a church. Almost all of them had been 
saved through the ministry of the young 
man who heard about the Congress and 
attended. 

Co-operating this year in the Caracas 
Congress are fourteen missionary soci- 
eties who have expressed confidence in 
the need for the new youth emphasis in 
the Congress, and who will be providing 
much needed personnel, housing, inter- 
preters, and equipment, as well as the 
experience of many decades on the field. 

South American Youth for Christ Di- 
rector James Savage thinks that the 
youth interest now building for the Con- 
gress may make this the best attended 
of the Congresses held to date. One area 
has chartered three DC-3 aircraft. The 
number that will be flying to Caracas 
in this delegation will be almost one 
hundred. 

The payoff Youth for Christ’s overseas 
workers are looking and praying for will 
come as more and more young people— 
North, Central and South American— 
begin to reach more and more of the 
millions of lost youth in their own coun- 
tries. EnpD

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Student Medicine

Poliomyelitis 


—_ the Salk serum has become an 
\¥ accepted form of treatment for the 
prevention of poliomyelitis, this disease 
has been much in the news. At the 
present time only children from the ages 
oi one to fourteen are eligible for the 
vaccine so that most teen-agers will not 
be protected this year. Because of this 


fact, every effort must be taken to rec- | 
ognize early symptoms and to use all | 


measures to prevent the disease. 

Since polio is caused by a virus, it has 
an onset like many other virus diseases. 
It may begin like a common cold. Fre- 
quently there are no more symptoms 
than those of an upper respiratory dis- 
ease, or of bowel disturbances such as 
diarrhea. By far, the greatest number 
of polio cases are never diagnosed and 
leave no paralysis. 

There are certain symptoms that when 
present should arouse suspicion. They are 
drowsiness, profuse sweating, stiffness 
and tenderness in the neck, backache, 
and tenderness in the leg muscles. Fre- 
quently the muscles in the front of the 
neck become weak so that it is difficult 
to lift the head off the pillow. Any of 


the above symptoms require the services | 


of a physician for further investigation. 

Since it is not fully understood how 
the disease is transmitted, there are no 
positive means of prevention except 
through the use of the Salk vaccine. 
Some health measures which should be 
encouraged are as follows: Avoid extreme 
fatigue, avoid extreme temperature 
changes (swimming in ice cold water), 
avoid filth and flies. 

A last word should be said concerning 
the Salk vaccine. It has been proven 
beyond a doubt that the vaccine is effec- 
tive in the prevention of paralytic polio. 
In a few years, with the co-operation of 
the manufacturer of the vaccine, the 


physicians, and the mothers and fathers | 


of our country, paralysis resulting from 
polio will be a thing of the past. 

This is another step forward in the 
field of preventative medicine for which 
we as Americans should be justly proud 
and grateful—THE DOCTOR

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ProBABLY all of us have a natural desire 
to be well-thought-of or/and accepted 
by our crowd. It is easy to see how you 
might not have this acceptance under 
these circumstances. I hardly think, 
though, that your lack of make-up is in 
itself enough to keep you from being 
well-liked and accepted. People who are 
casual, friendly and, above all, happy 
and cheerful, are always well received, 
regardless of good looks, make-up, ex- 
pensive clothes and so on.

Some have well said that the 
essence of Christian faith is to work as 
though everything depended on us and 
pray as though everything depended on 
God. True Christian joy comes in spite 
of circumstances, when we have absolute 
confidence that God will bring out the 
best in our lives, though for the present 
things may seem most difficult. 
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Conversion in a Hayloft

years ago in Barnsley, England, was 

a holiday and everybody in the Tay- 
lor family was away from home except 
young Hudson. What could he do to frit- 
ter away the time till the family came 
home? 

He tried his hand at different things, 
without interest. Finally he slipped into 
his father’s library, hoping to find a book 
that would occupy the leisure hours. In 
searching he came across a basket of 
tracts. He hesitated. He knew those 
tracts! He liked the stories they con- 
tained but didn’t like the pointed appli- 
cation each story made at its close. Why 
should he? After all, Hudson Taylor 
wasn’t a Christian and no unsaved per- 
son likes to be reminded of his sin and 
need of Christ. 

Nevertheless he couldn’t get away 
from that basket. He thumbed through 
the leaflets until at last he picked out 
the one which promised to be most in- 
teresting. He hurried out of the library, 
crossed the yard, and climbed into the 
hayloft of the barn. There, nestled 
snugly in a bed of hay, young Taylor 
opened the pamphlet and began to read. 

The story was interesting. as he 
thought it might be. Of course he 
wouldn’t let himself read the application, 
he decided. He would stop before he came 
to that. So he read on. The tract in- 
trigued him so much that when he came 
to the conclusion of the narrative he 
couldn’t stop. 

He felt himself gripped by what he had 
been reading. The theme of the paper 
was the finished work of Christ. It be- 


Hl" was sixteen. The day, a hundred 
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gan to draw upon Taylor’s mind that 
salvation was not a matter of “doing” 
but “trusting.” “And then,” he wrote 
later, “there dawned upon me the joyous 
conviction that there was nothing in the 
world to be done but to fall upon my 
knees, accept the Saviour, and praise Him 
forevermore.” 

Fall upon his knees and accept the 
Saviour he did. From that moment Hud- 
son Taylor went out into the neighbor- 
hood, and later to far-off China to tell 
others how to find rest of soul. To him, 
resting in Christ for salvation was one 
thing; working for the Christ who died 
for him was another. 

For that reason he became one of the 
most energetic missionaries in the his- 
tory of the church. Since he owed every- 
thing to Christ, he was debtor. Nothing 
but a life of full sacrifice to the cause 
of Christ could discharge that debt, if 
the debt could be discharged at all. 

When he went to China in 1854 not 
a single Protestant missionary was at 
work in the interior of that country. By 
the time of his death, over 1,000 full time 
missionaries had heard the call to the 
Chinese hinterland and were faithfully 
serving their Lord in those regions. 

There can be, as far as Hudson Taylor 
is concerned, no lazy Christian. Once the 
believer realizes that the Lord Jesus held 
nothing back to save him, he becomes a 
love slave to Christ forever. And he who 
is indebted by such love can never be 
anything less than a warm-hearted, tire- 
less servant of the One Whom he loves. 

Is this the kind of Christian you are?
